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The present inward mail was transferred to the P. and O. steamer Nyanza, 
owing to the accident to the /mperatrice in the Suez Canal. The’ Nyanza was de- 
tained some thirty hours at Alexandria for it, but reached Marseilles in good time 
nevertheless. Our despatches were delivered somewhat late In the day.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices by the present mail are to the 20th February. The 
outward French mail of Dec. 23 was received Feb. 17. The ex- 
citement aroused hy the Oneida case had apparently died out, and 
no new topic of interest had arisen to supply its place. The only 
items mentioned in the local papers are an amateur concert in aid 
of a fund for a church organ, and a subscription ball—the former 
& great success, the latter rather a failure. : 

Materials have reached Osaka for a tramway from that place to 
Temposan, and a telegraph is to be erected between Kobe and 
Osaka. The Hiogo News says:—A rumour has been current 
amongst the Japanese for some time past that Chosiu intends to 
throw the port of Simoneseki open to foreign trade. We have 
made inquiries about its correctness, and can only find that the 
intention is not known to any of the people who should havo a 
voice in the matter. That the rumour should gain credit even is 
a fact which shows that foreign trade is no longer looked upon 
with the feelings of dislike and dread which were current a few 
years ago ; and in choosing Simonoseki as the port for the first 
experiment of voluntary admission of the world, Chosiu may be 
influenced by his experience in 1863. 


TAKASIMA COAL MINE. 

We (Japan Week'y Mail) have received from Nagasaki the fcl- 
lowing interesting account of the Takasima Coal mine, which pro- 
mises to reward with rich fruits the untiring exertions bestowed 
on it by Mr. T. B. Glover. It was recently visited by H. B. M. 
Minister, Admiral Kellett, and some of tho officers of the Salamis, 
and is an object of great curiosity and attraction to travellers in 
Japan. One of the gulleries has been named after Sir Harry 
Parkes, and one is called the “Caird Gallery,” in honour of a 
young lady who, accompanied by her brother on a tour round the 
world, recently visited Nagasaki and descended the mine. 


The island is about five miles from the entrance of Nagasaki har- 
bour, is exceedingly picturesque of itself, rising abruptly from the sea 
to the south, and sloping gradually towards the north, in several 
broken valleys and contortioned hills. A steep conical island, some 
400 yards from Takasima, marks the entrance to the harbour, where 
there is deep water close up to the rocks, and where, except only in 
gales from the N.W., the largest sized vessels can safely lie at 
anchor. A short breakwater will, however, soon remove the only 
inconvenience that ships could suffer in loading here during any 
time of the year. A roadway already leads from the mouth of 
the shaft to the shore, and on this the first railway in Japan is 
now actually working ; the distance is but small certainly, and 
instead of a locomotive the only power employed is coolie labour ; 
but the excitement of the latter in racing the coal trucks along 
the road is quite as great as the passage now of an express train 
through a Somereetshire village. 


The coal strata of the island crop through the southern slope 
and dip to a gradual decline towards the north. For years the 
Japanese have been working from the southern end, following the 
coal in its dip through uneven and tortuous passages. During the 

t five years they have penetrated to a very considerable 
istance, the coal having been long the favourite of any found in

level of the sea. A further ten foot seam is known to be but a 
abort distance below the one now. opened, and will, ere also 
be opened ; but meantime the present winnings show an unlimited 

‘supply of coals for at least ten years’ hard working. 

A report upon the se1m of goal is attached, made by two prac- 
tical miners who have just come out from England to take charge 
of the workings below ground. 

The ventilation of the mine has been easy to attain, and is now 
most complete ; a drive of some three hundred yards intercepts 
a gallery cut by the Japanese in our directiun, and the result isa 
thorough draft of air right through the island. The same result 
could not even have been obtained so effectually had the ordinary 

lan of sinking another shaft been adopted, whereas the saving 
in expense has of course been immense. 

A large party of visitors descended the shaft the other day, 
and, after an apparently interminable walk, first through the high 
galleries of the new workings, then sloping through the uneven 
pees of the old (which, having been made too broad. had al- 
owed the floor and roof gradually to contract), emerged into day- 
light upon the opposite side of the island, a distance of about a 
mile. 
® At present the coal is brought up to the harbour of Nagasaki in 
native junks, but a great step will be made when permission is ob- 
tained for colliers to load down at the island, for assisting in 
which it is proposed to employ a suitable tug-boat. Application 


for the necessary permission has been made, but so far the local |

CHINA. 
—o— 
NEWCHWANG. 

‘ correspondent of the Shanghai Evening Courier writes as 
follows :— 

Our weather is now very cold. On several occasions the ther- 
mometer has fallen three and four degrees below zero. The river 
became frozen from bank to bank on the early morning of the 6th 
inst., and so severe must the frost have been that by eight o'clock 
of the same evening the river was used.as a highway by dozens of 
Chinamen. 

It seems that greater damage was done by the heavy rains of 
last summer than was at first estimated. In several places there 
were considerable patches of millet completely destroyed from 
the rain rotting the roots, and in many of the northern districts 
of the province where this result did not take place our unusually 
early winter prevented the grain reaching maturity. Already 
the almost, if not altogether, invariable effect of such misfortunes 
is seen insmall bands of mounted robbers traversing the country 
between two and three hundred le to the north of this port. These 
bands are generally not large, but occasionally several of them 
coalesce when thcy are in special need of supplies, for the purpose 
of attackin, a large village or a small town. Their wants sup- 
plied, these bands again resume their former proportions, and 
wander about appropriating a horse or two here, and money, food, 
and clothing wherever they can be found. It seems strange that 
Imperial forces do not at once put down these vagrant bands, for 
as there is only a comparatively small proportion of people suffer- 
ing from actual want, these bands are principally, if not alto- 
gether, made up of the very lowest of the poor—those who never 
work when they can eat without doing so. 

It is very fortunate that with a poor harvest there are not also 
bad roads. If much snow had falien the roads would have been 
soft, and in a country like this bad roads would have very 
materially added to the hardships of an indifferent harvest. The 
thoroughfares are not nearly so crowded with carts as they 
usually are at this season; some people think there will not be 
one half the amount of grain stored in the native hongs this year 
that there was last. The indifferent harvest will not, I think, 
account for this great reduction. Millet, peas, and all grains, are 
dearer than they were last year. 





HANKOW. 
From this port wehear that when themail left the river had nearly 
reached its lowest winter level, being forty-five fect below highest 
flood mark, and so shallow as to prevent the larger river steamers

such a name, is surely as primitive as that of the post-diluvial 
inhabitants of the pile-built houses of the Swiss lakes. Present 
lutWaty at the least possible cost seems to be the wuling idea; 
| elaborate and costly measures, for the sake of public convenience 
or ornament, the people of themselves never combine to effect. 
Their cers are but club-houses, and form no exception to the 
general lack of public spirit. A correspondent writes :— 

‘With the exception of a few frosty days, the weather up to 
February 10 has been mild and fine beyond precedent. Two or 
three days last week resembled summer days for warmth, the 
thermometer registering 84 in the sun at 3 p.m. This appears 
to have brought matters to a crisis; a tremendous storm of 
thunder and lightning making the night of Friday the 4th inst. 
hideous. Rain fell plenteously, and, breathed on by the north 
wind, froze as it fell till every branch and twig was cased in icy 
tube, and every leaf was sheathed in a glove of ice. Icicles hu 
pendant from the leaves, and every breath of wind as it oe | 
the branches (of only poor willow-trees, alas !) gave out a strange 
unwonted crackling sound from rupture of the icy bonds—cold 
enough to kill but too frail to bind the trunks and branches they 
invested. We wanted but the glory of a pine forest cr beech 
grove to arrest and fix the magic wonders of the night—wonders 
which nature seems almost to waste upon the dead level and tree- 
less, bleak monotony of these dreary flats.’” 








CHIN-KIANG. 

The Commissioner of Customs at this port writes :—‘* The statis- 
tics for the quarter show an immense increase in all our principal 
foreign imports, such as cotton goods, woollens, sugar, and sandal- 
wood. For these articles the demand has been most remarkable, 
particularly for shirtings, the import of which for this term nearly 
equals that of the entire year of 1865. The demand from the 
northern inland marts continues to improve, and notwithstanding 
the rumours of dull business, owing to recent floods, our quarterly 
return of cottons sent inland exceeds the high figures of the pre- 
vious quarter by about 50,000 pieces. The towns of Tsi-nan-fu 
' Tung-ch‘ang-fu and Tsi-ning-chou, in Shantung, have taken about 
| five times the quantity of shirtings they took last term, and the 
! demand from many other cities has increased in the same extraor- 

dinary manner. ‘The largest consumer of grey shirtings supplied 
by Chinkiang is Ilsu-chou-fu, which alone took 13,75 pieces dur- 
| ing the three months.” 
i 





SHANGHAI. 
From this port we have advices to the 23rd Feb. The English 
mail of Dec. 31 was received on the 21st Feb. We take the fol- 
lowing items of news from the North China Herald :— 


The new Land Regulations, as finally amended and approved by 
the Ministers for England, Prussia, France, Austria, and America, 
have been at length printed and circulated. A minute bearing 
the joint signatures of these gentlemen, explains, at the outset, 
that they have effect only on the north of the Yang-king-pang, 
the settlement on the south being under certain regulations pro- 
mulgated by the French Consul. Provision is made that indivi- 
duals wishing to sue the Council may do so before a “ Court of 
foreign Consuls,” to be established by the whole body of Treaty 
Consuls. 

A meeting of shareholders in the French Gas Company was 
held on the 16th Feb., when a satisfactory statement of accounts 
was put forward, Tls. 4,000 had been earned during the past 
year, which had, however, been absorbed by extraordinary ex- 
penses. The 8 per cent, dividend guaranteed by the French Muni- 
cipality is again claimed, and will be devoted as before to reducing 
the company’s debt, which now stands at Tls. 10,800. A letter 
was read, from the Secretary to the English Municipal Council, 
asking at what rate the company would be prepared to light the 
lamps in this Concession. The matter was left for the directors’ 
consideration. The very satisfactory statement was incidentally 
made that the Shanghai Gas Company intends to reduce its charge 
from $4.50 to $3.60 per 1,000 feet, during the current year. 

A meeting of the Shanghai Female School Society was held on 
the 17th Feb., at which the report and accounts for the past year 
were submitted. The receipts had amounted to $986.54; the ex- 
penditure to $770.24. The number of pupils at present in the 
school is fifteen; but it is hoped to increase these to thirty, if 
sufficient accommodation can be obtained. The scholars are taught 
plain sewing, household work, and Christianity, and their progress 
is satisfactory. ‘Two of the oldest arc also being taught English. 

A meeting of members of the Race Club was held on Feb. 21, 
at which the accounts were presented, showing a total income of 
Tis, 10,210, and expenditure Tls. 8,065. There is a balance in 
hand of Tis. 2.145, Tls. 1,550 of which is to go to payment of 
interest on, and reduction of, Mr. Keswick’s mortgage. It was 
also resolved to impose a tax of Tls. 5 per annum on pedestrians 
using the racecourse. This is a favourite promenade with many 
who pay nothing towards its support, and the claim for this small 
sum towards its maintenance is a fair one. Sir E. Lornby, Messrs. 
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Anneke, Coutts, Cordes, Dallas, Hyslop, and Little were elected 
stewards for tho ensuing year. 

We are glad to hear, on good authority, that the report men- 
tioned by the London and China Herald, that the North German 
Confederation entertained an idea of giving up the extraterritorial 
rights guaranteed in its treaty is entirely without foundation, and 
that the news concerning the appeintment of the Commissioner of 
Customs to act as North German Consul, at Swatow, is also 
founded on a misconception, which will shortly be explained. Very 
probably the first of these statements is another of Mr. Burling- 
ame’s devices to make believe in the success and importance of 
his mission. 

The Recreation Fund has been at length rescued from the chaos 
of conflicting interests in which it appeared hopelessly smking. 
and placed on a clear and legal footing. The decision of the Court 
appears Virtually to extinguish the shareholders, and to vest inde. 

ndent control in the hands of five trustees—the right of the 
‘ormer to repayment of their $50 shares being alone reserved. 
The Chairman of the Municipal Council and Meesrs. Johnson, Reid, 
Forbes and Groom are appointed the first trustees, with power to 
fill vacancies in their number, so long as three remain ; if, through 
absence, death or other cause, their number should fall below two, 
the Court is to be appealed to, to appoint new members. Seeing 
the difficulty there has always been to get together a meeting 
of shareholders, we imagine the latter will readily acquiesce in a 
decision which places the fund in a clear position, and gives them 
a detinite chance of recovering the value of their shares. 

4A Tientsin correspondent mentions a report that Chung-how is 
said to view the introduction of road steamers with favour, and 
that it is not unlikely one may be allowed to ply some day. The 
project of a railway from Tientein to Chaitang has alao come up 
agean for discussion. 

A meeting was held of the Asiatic Society on Wednesday even- 
ing, at which Dr. MacGowan read an interesting paper on “Chinese 
Lotteries and Moncey Jobbing.” A rather animated debate on the 
reeognition of lotteries, and of gambling generally, followed. 

Chen, the Nutive Magistrate of the Mixed Court, has just taken 
a second wife—that is to say, having lived forty years with his 
wife without issue, he is allowed to promote one of his concubines, 
by whom he hus had children, to the dignity of wife; the first 
wife, however, still retains senior rank. 

The last two numbers of the China Mugazine contain some ex- 
cellent photographs of Shanghai, amongst them the Min Pagoda, 
the Masonic Lx'l, and a view of the English side of the Yang- 
king-pang. Tue books contain interesting translations of Chinese 
tales, and are in every respect superior to the earlier numbers.

353.08 for brokerage, and as attorneys of William Hogg, 
Mngland, debts tu the amount of Tls. 23.473—admitted. 

F. B. Johuson. appearing for Jardine, Matheson, and Co., proved 
debts to the amount of Tls. 12,891.87, which were admitted. 

A. Michie,representing Killick, Martin and Co., London, put ina 
claim for balance of insurance on a steamer in 1563, Tls. 1,733 36. 

In reference to this claim Mr. Dallas said: In 1863 2 steamer 
belonging to Mr. Richardson and myself was insured in Londoa 
by the ayents, Messrs. Dallas, Pearson and Co. It was insured 
for £481 17s. Gd. I was told of this subsequently, and that the 
ainount was owing to Messrs. Killick, Martin and Co. This was 
after Mr. Richardson’s death. I said I had paid a previous insur- 
ance, and it was the place of the executors of Mr Richardson to 
pay this amount. They paid a portion of it, but were unable to 
pay the full amount. 

Mr. Michie explained: Killick, Martin and Co. sent me this 
account in sterling to collect. I converted it into taela, adding 
interest. I applied for payment to Mr. Dallas. He said that Mr. 
Richards»n, as joint owner, ought to pay it. Ho did not dispute 
his liability, but merely said the other ought to pay. I wrote to 
to the executors of Mr. Richardson. They acknowledged their 
liability, but first for one half only. I received from them ls. 
400, part payment. The balance now due is Ts. 1,733.36. 

The Jud:se reserved the claim. and advised Mr. Michie to write 
to Messrs. Killick, Martin and Co. to explain that these proceed- 
ings were started before the new Act came into force.

HONG KONG. 

From this port we have advices to March 2. The outward mail 
of Jan. 14 was received on Feb.28. The following itcms are from 
the Daily Press :— 

The long negotiation with reference to the amalgamation of the 
docks has now so far progressed that the matter will he decide! 
finally within the next few days. Opinion upon the question has 
now become almost unanimous, and it is to be hoped that the 
amalgamation will be duly effected. It is perhaps worthy of note 
that the shareholders who were appointed to form a committce in 
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conjunction with the directors consisted chiefly of gentlemen who 
had expressed themselves rather against than in favour of amalga- 


-mation—s circumstance which is in some degree a matter of con- 


gratulation, as it forms a guarantee that the final decision on the 
subject will not be come to except after those who are least 
anxious for amalgamation have felt themselves justified in con- 
curring in the measure. 

Mr. Chaloner Alabaster, I1.B.M. Vice-Consul at Swatow, who 
was recently appointed Vice-Consul at Shanghai, takes his depar- 
ture by the present Messageries Imperiales steamer for Europe, ou 
leave for eighteen months. 

It is currently reported that further large grants will be re- 
mired for the completion of that unlucky undertaking, the 
Bokfolum Reservoir. The information is not official, but if it 
prove true, as has been stated, that the works so far as they have 
gone are in many respects a failure and will have to be over- 
hauled, the public of long Kong may look to the pleasure of 
paying additional taxation before the much-wanted water- 
works can be completed. The incident will show the gravely 
pernicious results of the financial policy so patly enun- 
ciated at the Legislative Council, and the public will have 
an admirable opportunity of judging of the correctness or 
otherwise of the principle of finance enunciated by the 
Colonial Secretary, which involves the astounding proposition 
that when once the money has been voted by the Council, the 
Government may devote it to any purposes they sec fit. If large 
additional funds are now to be asked for, to complete the reservoir, 
the heavily taxed public of Hong Kong will be able accurately to 
judge how far the sum of $38,000, which was voted for the- 
reservoir, and was put down asa‘ saving” in the last accounts, 
and so made use of for objects, with regard to which no money 
had been voted at all, was of the nature stated. No wonder, 
when the finances are managed in this manner, that gambling 

money is indispensable ! 

Ma-chow- wong has been ordered to find security as before, to 
be forthcoming at any time within the next two months. He was 
told that it was not considered advisable to interfere with his bu- 
siness arrangements, provided they occupied a reasonable time, say 
a month or five weeks. If it should be found necessary he would be 
brought up again within the two months, and then he would be sent 
to the Governor, who would probably carry out the ordinance 
which empowered him to deport him. He was desired to call 
at the magistracy, when his arrangements. should be concluded, 
and report the fact. There were special reasons, which it was un- 
necessary for his Worship to specify, why it was necessary to deal 
thus with him, though it was a principle of English law that a man 
having once expiated an offence was afterwards free on that par- 
ticular score. Wong-a-kee insinuated that he was diff-rent from 
ordinary old offenders, who he acknowledged were frequently 
treated as suspects. His Worship: “ Why that’s exactly what the 
police think! It was just hecause he was different from ozdinary 
old offenders that he was differently dealt with.” 

The accounts received of the proceedings of the London mer- 
chants regarding the new Convention had naturally attracted 
much attention. The Daddy Press, alluding to the letter drawn 
up by the Committee appointed at the meeting at Messrs. Mathe- 
son’s, says :—‘‘ Arguments such as these, it is certain, will not 
stand against a plain matter-of-fact representation by aa influen- 
tial combination of the mercantile men at home, who are inte- 
rested iu China; and there is every indication, at the present 
time, that the Burlingame Mission will, ia a very different man- 
ner than it intended, have the effect of bringin: to the notice of 
the Home Governments the true bearing of the Chinese question. 
It is inconceivable that, if their attention be properly called to 
the matter, the Home Government can think of accepting a Con- 
vention so defective as that which has been concluded by Sir 
Rutherford Alcock.” 

The China Mail says:—“The London and China Ixpress by 
this mail is unusually interesting, and though we transfer aumbers 
of items of news from it, we cannot reproduce all which deserves 
special note in its enlarged edition now to hand. In the copious 
comments which have been made upon the Alcvckiau Convention, 
and the general discussion of its conditions by Chambers of 
Commerce, at public meetings, and in the columns of the 
London press, there is at least one comfort, viz, to know 
that pauls at home at least are beginning to consider that the 
question of British interests at this distance is their own inte- 
rest at home, and incluves the tradal and other intercsts of West- 
ern nations generally. Anvther satisfactory element which pre- 
sents itself, on a gencral review of the present state of the China 
question. is that, in the presence of the writers to tho London and 
China [xpress, the Stand ird, and the Globe, such unaccountable 
vagaries of illogical composition as that given to the world by the 
otherwise sane author of the work entitled ‘Grea'er Britain’ must 
fall innocuous upon the stronger crust of English common sense 
which finds expression in better-informed quarters. 

‘* From the articles which appear in the home papers to hand, 
a general estimate may be formed of the relative valae attach- 
able to the statements of the upholders of the present ‘ cunci- 
liatory’ policy of Lord Clarendon. Sir C. Dilke’s letter to The 
Times has been already well and ably answered by the Sta ard, 
the Globe, and the China E-rpress; but it contains one or two 
statements bearing on the press in China. which at present we 
can only characterise as rash, reserving fuller vindication for a 
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more convenient season. If Sir Charles would compile a book 
containing all he does not know ahout China, its size would be, to 
say the least, cumbrous and unwieldy ; but as he has set up as an 
author, and his ignorance, when blizoned forth by The Times, 
may do harm in some quarters, we shall put his admirers and 
ourselves right with the world on another occasion. 

“In contrast to the blast of Sir Charles’ penny trumpet, we have 
the large meeting of well-informed and clear-headed, practical, 
business men, who give their whole weight against the latest feeble 
ebullition of the ‘ peaceful action ’ of Sir Rutherford Alcock, viz., 
the new Convention. This may be said, of course, to bea purely 
commercial opposition ; but it proves nevertheless—what must 
be very satisfactory to those who swear by the policy ‘ which would 
not have been tolerated 200 years ago’—that we are not so far 
advanced by it now as we were in 1858!” 

The address of sympathy at the sad and unfortunate disaster 
which befell the U.S. Oneida. from the community of this port, 
other than Americans had been presented to Rear Admiral Rowan, 
commanding the U.S. Asiatic Squadron. The address was signed 
by the entire community, with scarcely an exception. Admiral 
Rowan, in receiving it, thanked the gentlemen presenting it, 
on his own part and that of his officers, and the Govern- 
ment he represented, for this warm expression of sympathy 
on the part of the Hong Kong community, and expressed the 
pleasure he would have in forwarding it to his Government, by 
whom it would be received in the same cordial spirit in which it 
had been dictated. 

We (China Maz) learn that in the allotment of shares in the 
two fire insurance companies, applications were as to allotments 
in a proportion of fifteen, or twenty to two, and that a large 
number of applicants have not even got a solitary share allotted to 
them. This looks well for the prospects of both companies. 





on the 3rd March. Advices by the present mail are to March 9, 
but, like those from other ports, bring little news of importance. 
The following items are from the Singtpore Datly Times :— 

The colonial steamer Peiho leaves this afternoon (March 9) for 
Malacca, to convey the Chief Justice, who will hold the sessions 
there. Unfortunately, he was prevented from going on Monday, 
owing to the Peiho being despatched in search of the EWlen- 
borough. Some inconvenience will no doubt be occasioned by the 
fact that the proclamation fixed the day for opening the session 
on the 8th inst., while the Chief Justice will not arrive there be- 
fore the 10th. 

We stated a few days since that the case against the owners of 
the powder hulk Stitesman had been concluded, but that judg- 
ment had not yet been given. Thisisa mistake. It appears that 
the case is not yet closed, but will come on again for hearing after 
the return of the Chief Justice from Malacca. 

The steamer Jpon, we learn, has been purchased by Messrs. 
Kim Seng and Co., for $410,000, and is to be placed on the line 
between Singapore, Malacca, and Penang, in conjunction with the 
steamer Fair Singapore. 

Colonel Glover, one of the directors of the British-Indian Tele- 

ph Extension Company, has arrived at Penang from Ceylon, for 
the purpose of making preliminary arrangements, such as selecting 
a site for the landing of the cable, establishment of offices, &e. 
The place at which the cable will be landed will probably be in 
the neighbourhood of Tanjong Tokong. 

The Daily Times reprints the protest of the Straits Settlements 
Association in London to Lord Granville against the construction 
of the new stcamer for the colonial service, with some comments 
concluding with the following suggestion :—“ We are of opinion 
that should Lord Granville, with the knowledge he now has, sanction 
—or in fact not at once countermand—the construction of the 
steamer, the only dignified course for the unofficial members to 
pursue is one and all to tender their resignations with a declaration 

























































SIAM of the grounds on which they do so. We are not given to advocate 
ayaa extreme measures such as this. and it is only after the most earnest 
BANGKOK. consideration that we do so now. At no former time was there so 


distinct and palpable an issue between the official and unofficial 
elements of the Council—and it is, moreover, one directly affect- 
ing the expenditure of revenue—and if the former is to be allowed 
to prevail over the latter by force of numbers only, we may pre- 
sume the same course will be pursued on all future and possibly 
very much more important occasions. By the resignation of the 
un-official members, the legislature of the colony will doubtless 
lose much practical wisdom, but the occasion is worth the sacrifice, 
and we may find good come of it in the end; but whether or no, 
we have no right to ask our independent men to sit in a Council 
merely to give s constitutional colour to proceedings they are 
powerless to control.” 


The cremation ceremonies of his Majesty the late King of Siam 
were to commence at Bangkok on the 7th March, and from all 
accounts we have heard will be one of the most magnificent spec- 
tacles afforded in the East for many years. The preparations 
have been on a most extensive scale, and the expense is almost 
fabulous. The ceremonies were to continue until the 18th March, 
when the pyre was to be ignited, and the remains reduced to 
ashes. The ashes would then be collected and placed in a golden 
urn, and treasured up with those of his predecessors,

The Batavia Handcsblad gives the following additional informa- 
tion regarding the Belgian coolie ship Frederic, the burning of 
which, in Batavia roads, was noticed in our last issue :— 

“We understand that the local authorities here, after having 
brought on shore the 365 Chinese from the Frederic, have pro- 
vided for their maintenance in the most economical way possible, 
by concluding an agreement with a contractor for the food needed 
by them at 18 cents per day per head. Already twenty of the 
Chinese have had to be taken to the Chinese Hospital. The sud- 
den change in their residence and mode of life, as well as the cir- 
cumstance that most of them have been taken out of the water, will 
sufficiently point out a cause for sickness. It is not, however, to be 
denied that the situation of their present abiding place is by no 
means conducive to health in the longrun. With an eye to this, the 
local nuthorities have sought for a better situation, where a bam- 
boo shed for the lodging of the Chinese will be set up. The care 
of them at the present moment rests wholly on the police, as the 
captain, through want of an agency for the owners of the ship, or 
of the firm in Peru on whose account the coolies were engaged 
‘and shipped, is powerless to defray their expenses on shore, say, 
for their residence and subsistence, and medical treatment at 
Priovin and the Belgian Consul, owing to the presence of the 
onptain, and perhaps influenced also by the circumstance that 
these natives of the Heavenly Kingdom are not Belgian subjects 
nor never will be, seems to have no call or authority to concern 
himself more particularly with the progress or lot of the rescued 
eoolies. We understand the captain intends to look out for a ship 
which may be engaged to convey the coolies to the place of their 
destination.” 

The N. B. Handelsblad says :—“ The railway from Samarang to 
Soerakarta is now open to the public. A commission has been 
appointed, to hear the difficulties reqerding some land -holders, 
who placed difficulties in the way of the expropriation of plots of 
ground for the Batavia and Buitenzorg line of railroad, at which 
people are already hard at work.” 


After paying a dividend of seven per cent. to the Saga 
shareholders and nine per cent to the debenture holders, the 
directors commence their new half-year with an amount at the 
credit of profit and loss, Full repairs to the works have been 
charged against revenue, and the wharves, dock, and machine 
shops are stated to be in a thoroughly efficient condition. During 
the past half-year no less than thirteea steamers and twenty- 
three sailing-vessels have been docked ani repaired, and the busi- 
ness at the wharves has been added to by the steamers of two 
new companies formed to ply packets between the Straits and 
China. 

It is understood that the full amount is subscribed to enable the 
directors to replace the 9 per cent. debentures falling due next 
October, at the lower rate of 7 per cent., and thus a further in- 
crease to the company’s income is ensured. Mr. Lipscombe, of 
Messrs. Boustead and Co., has joined the board, and to them we 
offer our congratulations, not merely on the prospect of their un- 
dertaking proving a great success financially, but iy the impor- 
tant service they have rendered to the colony of the Straits Set- 
tlements.

IMPORTS. 

SHANGHAI.—The business in Grey Shirtings bad not been on a very 
large scale, and had consisted chiefly of resales by speculators; prices 
showed little change on those previously quoted. The market had a firm 
aspect, although the native dealers were unwilling purchasers at quota- 
tions. White Shirtings: The demand had been less active, bat holders 
seemed indisposed to part with their goods at lower rates. T Cloths: A 
fair inquiry bad existed fur the finest and commonest kinds of 6 and 7 Ibs. 
goods. The prices offered, however, had generally been under the ideas of 
holders, and hence operations had been curtailed. The position of the 
market, especially for 7 Ibs. makes, was not very satisfactory. Drills: 
English and Dutch had commanded some attention, but beyond sales at 
action of damages nothing had transpired in American fabrics. Sales 
of English had been made freely at Tia. 3.55 to 3.60 per piece, and of 
Datch at Tis, 3.47 to 3.50 per piece. Jeans: Still neglected. Sheetings, 
of which the stuck was not heavy, would be taken if holders were a little

SHANGHAI.—The market in Black operations bad been very trifling, 
the purchase of one small chop at Ts. 19, and the shipment on native ac- 
count of another parcel, being the only transactions recurded. In Green 
there had been rather more activity, and prices for common classes had 
slightly advanced. Settlements amounted to 8,500 half-chests, and 
atocks were estimated at 30,000 half-chests. Prices paid had been :— 
Shanghai packed, Tle. 19 to 22; Fychow, Tis. 21} to 27; Teenkais, and 
Moyunes, Tis. 80 to 41; Fingeuey, Ts. 304. 


SILK. 

SHancHaL—The active demand noticed in our last report continued, 
but owing to the inferiority of the stocks on offer only a limited business 
had been transacted, the present steamer being expected to take about 300 
bales. Prices had remained very firm, and, in some instances, an advance 
had been paid. “ Koo-fong-sings"’ chop (water mark) was reported to 
have been sold at Tle. 590 for No. 3, with an assortment, including Nos. 
3} and 4. In the interior there appeared to be great excitement, and prices 
were said to have advanced considerably. The unsold stock at Shanghai, 
consisting of 400 bales, was very inferior ; and this fact, coupled with 
the great difficulty experienced in finding silk in the interior, led to the 
expectation of an export not exceeding 40,000 bales. 


SAIGON PRODUCE. 

The following is from Messrs. Kaltenbach, Engler, and Co.’s Market 
Report, dated 6th alt. :—Rice: Round Gocong grain. Owing toa quite 
extraordinary accomulation of shipping under charter for Japan in coin- 
cidence with the usual interruption of arrivals from the interior during the 
native holidays prices experienced a farther advance, reaching the high 
figure of $2.10, which we have not been accustomed to see for the last 
three years. At that rate about 100,000 piculs have been contracted for 
towards the end of February, when want of money and important sup- 
plies of rice operated a sudden change in our market and caused prices to 
decline within three days to $1.80. Of late arrivals have however been 
very moderate again, and Chinese were therefore induced to raise their 
Pretentions, so that already before arrival of the China Mail $1.90 had 
been vainly offered for short delivery, and the fresh orders laid down for 
the Japan markets met with a very firm market. To-day several con- 
tracts have been passed at $2, but at present $2.10 are asked for again. 
Long Vinlong grain, although cnly in moderate demand, has been still 
more scarce than round rice, and was for some time entirely wanting in the 
market, so that several vessels came on demurrage before sellers could 
provide their cargoes. A contract for long delivery was passed at $1.72. 
Daring the last fortnight this corn came however freely to hand and was 
obtainable at about $1.50. Present stocks being of good quality and re- 
gular grain, which hardly justified such a large difference of price made for 
Gocong rice the former was equally directed to Japan, and is, therefore, fol- 
lowing the upward tendency of round rice. We may quote to-day $1.70. 
The monthly exports of rice amount to 447,600 piculs. Paddy has not 
been much uffected by the advance of rice prices, and may be quoted $1.05. 
Hides continue in good demand, and command higher prices. Quotations 
are $8} for Buffalo and $12 per pical for Cow. Horns: Buffalo, in ab- 
sence of any stocks, we quote nominally $8} to 9 per picul. Black Pep- 
per: No transactions to report ; the price offered for delivery in March is 
$9 per picul. Cocoa Nut Oil. Some sales have been effected at $9.80 per 
picul. Of late the market has been better supplied, and we May quote 
$9.50 per picul. Gamboge: No change to report; prices are nomi- 
nally $62 per pical,

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 


The directors of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, have issued their report prior to the meeting to be held on 
the 20th inst. They state that the general balance-sheet of the 
bank, made up to the 31st December last, shows a net profit fur the 
twelve months of £62,588. The directors regret the diminished 
amount of profit, as compared with that of last year, attributable 
chiefly to the adverse state of the exchanges between England and 
the East, and the general depression of trade. There is, however, 
no deduction to be made in respect of the old bad debt account, 
the liquidation of which has ee so favourably as to reduce 
the amount to a comparatively small figure. The directors have 
therefore determined to recommend a continuance of the dividend 
at the rate of six per cent. per annum free of income-tax, absorb- 
ing another £24,010, or the same amount as the interim dividend 
declared at the half-yearly meeting in October. The surplus re- 
maining, inclusive of the balance brought from last account, is 
£37,953, which the directors have carried forward to profit and 
loss new account, as a provision against contingent loss by the 
Batavia failure, announced a yearago. None of the legal questions 
involved therein have yet been finally decided by the Dutch and 
German law courts, to which they were necessarily referred, and 
where the suits are still pending. 

The Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company notify 
that the manufacture of the Gibraltar and Malta Telegraph Com- 
pany’s cable is completed, and that the steamship Scan¢deria, with 

er portion of the cable, leaves the Thames for Malta to-day, to be 
shortly followed by the steamships Edinburgh and //ibernia with 
their respective portions. 

The Indo-European Telegraph Company’s wires have now been 
permanently ccmplcted, and a staft of English clerks provided all 
through from this country to India. Messages are now arriving in 
from four to six hours. 

The report of Reuter’s Telegram Company, to be presented on 
the 13th inst., recommends a dividend of 74 per cent., making, 
with the previous distribution, 10 per cent. for the year, and leav- 
ing £290 to be carried forward. 
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The annual meeting of the Singapore Gas Company (Limited) 
will be held on the 26th inst., when a dividend will be declared for 
the half-year ending the 3lst December.

NOTES OF A VOYAGE ON THE RIVER HAN, 

Mr. A. Wylie has sent to our contemporary, the Revue Orientale, 
of Paris, the following highly interesting account of his late 
voyage, which is equally important from a geographical, com- 
mercial, and general point of view, and which we feel sure will 
be highly acceptable to our readers :— 


Since the ratification of the treatics with European Powers, more 
than twenty years past, our knowledge of the interior of China 
has been gradually enlarging. Journies into the country have 
been extending both in trequency and distance, and much infor- 
mation has been gathered regarding the physical features and the 
means of locomotion. Many of these journies have been given to 
the public in permanent records, and have proved incentives to 
the more cautious to swell the number of such adventures. 

Few of the eighteen provinces have been left unpenetrated ; 
most of the main rivers have been traced hundreds of miles from 
their embouchures ; the principal lakes have been visited ; the 
recent changes in the current of the Yellow River investigated ; 
every city and town explored for a thousand miles up the Yang- 
tsze, and many more important places visited even five hundred 
miles beyond that. 

-A rich field of investigation still remains untouched, in the 
momerous affuents of the latter stream. (nc of these the Han, 
from its Jength and importance, is almost entitled to rank higher 
than a secondary river ; indeed, it is so described in the oldest 
Chinese record. The venerable Shoo having stated that “the 
Keang and the Han pursued their common course to the sea, as 
if they were hastening to court,” procceds to tell us afterwards 
that “from Po-chung (hill) the Great Yu surveyed the Yang 
(the ancient name of the river near its source) which flowing east- 
ward became the Han. Farther east it became the water of ‘I's'ang- 
lang ; «nd after passing the three embankments went on to 
Ta-pee, south of which it entered the Keang. Eastward still and 
whirling on, it formed the marsh of Pang le ; and from that its 
eastern flow was the northern Keang, as which it entered the sca.’ 

If any confidence is to be placed in the “Tribute Roll of Yu,” 
four thousand years ago the rude inhabitants of the Province of 
King-chow might be seen navigating its waters with their tribute 
cargoes of feathers, hair, ivory, and hides ; gold, silver and copper ; 
the ch’un tree, wood for bows, cedar and cypress: griudstones, 
whetstones, arrow-head stones, and cinnabar ; the k’wan and loo 
bamboos, and the wood of the hoo tree; three ribbed rushes, 
silken fabries and pearls. Such we are told was the traffic of 
ancient times, and although the commodities of commerce may 
have changed with the exigencies of advancing civilisation, yet 
We may fairly believe that there has been an uninterrupted transit 
from that time to the present, and that the river crafts of to-day, 
laden with cotton, pottery, and the interchangeable producta of 
north and south, are but the continuators and antitype of those 
old world pioneers. 

Now, as of old, the Han rises in @ mountainous region in the 
south of Shen-se province, the source being found “at the Po- 
ch’ung hill, E. long. 106 deg. 25 min., N. lat. 33 deg. With a 
ree easterly course of some 5U0 miles, it enters the province of 

a -pih, and passes the city of Kwang-hwa, i in the prefecture of 

Seang-yang. From that, with a prevailing southward course of 
about 500 miles more, after two or three sharp bends, it reaches 
Han-kow, where it discharges its waters into the Yang-tsze. 
Through its entire length it drains ite prefectures and a de- 
partment, in the provinces of Shense, Honan, and Moopih, and 
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runs past or very near six prefectural, one departmental, and 
twelve district cities. 

The Ta-pee, a hill of very-moderate size, better known by the 
natives as the Kwei-shan, which marks the entrance of the Han, 
is a during memento of the Herculean, not to say fabulous, 
labours of the ancient hydrographer, Yu. The extraord na» y 
assemblage of junks, of all sizes and varieties of build—the shear 
masts, the high poops, the round bows, and other distinctive chi- 
racteristics, marking the vessels from Tze chuen, Hoo nan, Seang- 
yang, and other places with the gay parade ‘of pennants and 
streamers in fair weather, give an exceedingly picturesque effeot 
to the first two miles from the mouth. Such was the day on which 
I embarked, towards the middle of October, 1866, in a Seang- 
yang boat, commodicus and in good condition, our party consist- 
ing of six, four of whom were natives. 

The water, which at times retains a clear blue tint till it enters 
the Yang-tsze, has now, in consequence of recent rains, assumed 
the same appearance as the turbid waters of the latter, which it 
retained till we were near the City of Keen-chow. There had 
becn a fall in the water for several weeks, it being in places near 
twenty feet lower than the summer level. 

At Tsue-teen, the firat considerable town, which lies on the right 
bank, twenty miles from Hankow, there is a custom-house, where 
every boat passing up or down has to be examined ; but on a simple 
declaration that our object was the circulation of the Christian 
Scriptures, we received a ticket to pass, without the slightest delay. 
Little more than a day’s sail beyond brought us to the city 
of Han-chuen, where the Seaou-pee hill stands on the 
opposite bank, famous as being the place mentioned in the 
Sprivg and Autumn Annals, where the troops of Woe crossed 
the Han, and were drawn up to resist the forces of Tsoo. Up to: 
this poiut a few hills occur at intervals on the south, but beyond 
this the country is almost a dead level till we reach the Ma-leang 
Hill, which we did on the twelfth day of our journey, another 
spot of historical interest being the Nuy-fang hill, surveyed by 
Yu in the course of his engineering labours. On the east of Tsue- 
teen stream from the Ch’ih-yay Lake flows into the Han, and 
twenty miles higher up the Yun-kow tang, a much more formid- 
able stream, emerges on the left bank, after a course of nearly two 
hundred miles, i in which it passes the cities of Suy-chow, Tih- 
gang, and Yun-mung. Many of the water courses marked on the 
maps were dry as we passed, it being only during the wet season 
that they retain a supply of water. 

Among the more important towns that jwe visited along the 
banks may be named the following, with their successive distances, 
beginning from Han-chuen :—

At most of these there is a .” considerable trade, and the 
people seem generally in a Prreeros condition. Where 
there is a large boating population, there are usually a 
number of unruly characters, which require some consider- 
able caution in their management. As a rule, however, we 
found the inhabitants most fricndly, and the good fecling was 
sufficiently dominant to overrule any tendency to tumult. 

Just beyoud Ma-leang-hill a stream leads up to the Chow city 
of King-mun. ‘Two or three hours’ further sail brought us to tie 
landing place for Shih pae, a large town standing three miles in- 
land from the right bank. Some conspicuous hills soon appear 
on the same side, known as the San tseen shan, being the termi- 
nus of a range of some tens of miles, lying east and west. 

At several points along the left bank we found pyramidal brick 
structures at sharp turns of the river, to resist the force of the 
current. The face is about an angle of GO degrees, and p:obably 
thirty or forty feet in height ; the bricks forming stcps up to the 
top, which is a level terrace. ’Are these the modern representativ es 
of the San. she, * three embaukiments,” spoken of in Yu’s survey of 
the Han? The identity appears extremely proballe. In this 
part of our course we found ourselves daily in contact 
with barges laden with barrows of a peculiar construction, 
having double wheels. These were the exccution of a contiact 
for fifteen hundred, to be used as vehicles of transport for the 
Imperial forces acting against the Mohammedans in Shense. The 
principal cargoes bound southward appeared to be cotton grown 
in the province. The specimens of the crops of this plant that I 
saw were miserably poor and stunted, and the produce was :zid to 
be below the average this year. The vessels ascending the stream 
were laden with pottery and miscellancous cargocs, pnelding 
European goods, An inferior slatey anthracite coal is expos. 
for sale, which comes from some of the hills not far distant. 

At the village of Le-ho-Kow, on the right, an insignificant stream 

emerges from un opening between the hills ; but in the summer this 
forms a considcralle river, a hundred miles in length, passing 
several Lusy towns, As we were against this village a search 
was going on fer the body of a person who had fallen into the 
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water. Inquiring what method was adopted by the natives for 
the restoration of life in cases of asphyxia, I was informed that 
it was customary to suspend the patient head downwards, front 
to front, with his legs fastened round the neck of a living per- 
son, who walked about a mile or two with him in this position, 
shaking the body and pressing it against his own. A range of 
tolerably lofty hills now appear nearly parallel with the river, 
about a mile from the right bank, and some low-lying hills on the 
left, consisting of a coarse red grit stone, which is much used in 
building about Hankow. 

The following day we arrived at Lew shwuy kow, a busy town 
standing on the declivity of a rising ground, a range of hills appear- 
ing at no aie distance to the east. 

Much of the next day was spent in E-ching, which stands about 
a mile and a half from the right bank. This was the first walled 
city we had come to since leaving Hau-chuen. The people were 
very peaceable and friendly. Ground nuts and tobacco are grown 
largely in the neighbourhood. 





SIR C. W. DILKE ON CHINA. 
(CHINA MAIL.) 

What does Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke know about China and 
Chinese affairs, and whence does he derive his authority to teach 
all mankind, through the columns of Zhe Times, what they ought 
and ought not to think on questions affecting British interests in 
China? He has made a voyage round the world, passing through 
the whole or nearly the whole of the English-speaking countries 
of the globe. He has published a very readable account of hig, 
travels, entitled “Great Britain ;” he has met Chinamen in San 
Francisco, and again in the Australian colonies, and he has given 
utterance to a few common-places on the subject of Chinese emigra- 
tion and on the future of the Chinese race. But he has never been 
even to Hong Kong ; has never had anything to do with China, 
politically or commercially, so far as is publicly known, and beyond 
the circle of his reading he is ignorant of everything connected 
with the country or its inhabitants. 

Will he favour us with a list of the authors whose works on the 
Middle Kingdom he has read, and of the men versed in Chinese 
affairs with whom he has conversed? Till he does so the public 
cannot, under the circumstances, be expected to credit him with 
very much knowledge on the subject on which he presumes to 
write, and must always doubt his ability to deal with that 
subject, and his common sense while he continues to favour the 
readers of The Times with the follies contained in his last letter 
to that journal, published in another column for the amuse- 
ment of our readers. He is an advocate of the peace-at-any- 

rice policy, an admirer of Lord Clarendon as he has exhi- 
Pited himself lately in his despatches on China. He is a dear 
lover of “the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.” 
He condemns the whole of the newspaper press of China as scan- 
dalously mendacious in matters of fact, and as utterly illogical and 
unfair in its criticisms and conclusions. He condemns the tele- 
graph (instruments, wires, posts, insulators, officers and offices, 
we presume, included) as a notorious liar, and heaps up a pyra- 
mid of charges against the press and the telegraph, bewilder- 
ing at first sight, and almost enough to convince us off-hand 
that we and our brethren of the press have been falsify- 
ing the known truth in all our statements. Not content with 
condemning us in the past, Sir Charles warns his readers against 
us in future, and declares us to be concucting additional false 
items of intelligence in | paselp ee for the next session of Parlia- 
ment. The man himself is, in fact, guilty of the misrepresenta- 
tions with which he charges the European communities in China, 
and the press of China and the telegraph are innocent of every- 
thing but of faithfully stating every fact, and every reported 
fact—every rumour even which is thought to be of importance 
for the information of the public. If Sir Charles Dilke has heard 
of the confirmation at Peking of the American Treaty, he has 

heard it through the press of China, doubtless, or by telegraph. 
' He heard of the rejection of the Treaty in the same way, and it 
is true that the Treaty was rejected by the Chinese at its first 
presentation. Mr. McLeavy Brown was rumoured to have been 
recalled. The rumour came first from Europe. The China 
press repeated it as an important rumour. The China press 
also informed Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke that the rumour was 
unfounded. Sir Rutherford Alcock did state in a despatch to Mr. 
Medhurst, what was fully the i ean in as many words of the 
condensed report sent home. China will not progress but by the 
apelee in ot force. That statement was not false, although Sir 
C. W. Dilke says that it is. Noone in China complains of the 
refusal of “an audience” to H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh. 
The complaint is that he was totally ignored at Peking. Sir 
Charles condemns the foreign communities in China for refusing 
to see the many proofs which the Chinese Government and people 
are, he fancies, daily giving of their willingness to move forward 
in the path of progress. He himself shuts his eyes to such docu- 
ments as Tseng-kwo-fan's memorial to the Emperor—to such facts 
as the Yangchow difficulty, the two affairs at Formosa, the troubles

at Foochow, Amoy, and Swatow, the insults offered Sir R. Alcock - 
on his leaving Peking and later at Nanking, the attacks on the 
Roman Catholic Missionaries in several of the interior provinces, 
the attacks on Protestant Missionary establishments and the re- 
ports and threats in circulation regarding them. Sir Charles 
Wentworth Dilke ignores all these things, which are certainly 
not inventions of the China press, or telegraphic aberrations, and 
says in the conclusion of his letter under review, “the experi- 
ence of the year (1869) would seem to prove that there is 
no amount of progress which may not be hoped for, provided 
that the temperate policy, &c., dc.’ What language is too stro’ 

to characterise the unblushing impudence of the man who, wit 
a history of the events of the last year in Chiva before him, if, 
indeed, he has troubled himself with facts at all. puts forth such 
an opinion as that, and charges falsehood, bad logic, and want of 
common sense on the press of China, and on the professional and 
mercantile men who support that press ? 


Tae Trarric ox THE Suez CanaL.—The report read at the meeting 
of the Suez Canal Company last week contains various atatiatics of the 
tonnage which has passed through the Canal since its opening. Be- 
tween the 17th of November and the 15th of March the total was 
209 whips, of 146,631 tons, and 606 smaller veasels, «-f 1,960 tons, in- 
cluding the tonnage which passed through at the inauguration. The 
nationality of the ships is exhibited in the following list :—English, 
80, 56,052 tons; French, 44, 54,390 tons; Exyptian, 23, 17,666; 
tons; Austrian, 18, 14,625 tons; Italian, 14, 7,386 tons; Russian, 11, 
4,178 tons; Norwegian, 4, 4,000 tons; Dutch, 4, 3,200 tons; German, 
4, 880 tons; Spanish, 3, 528 tons; Prussian, 2, 3,015 tone; Porta- 
guese, 1, 369 tons ; Turkish, 1, 342 tons. Total—209; 146,631 tons. 
According to this the English tonnage is a third of the entire 
traffic, but the table, unfortunately, does not show the share of each 
nation in the business of the Canal—many ships of war bring present 
at the inauguration, and England being far from proportionilly repre- 
sented. Actually the transit dues have only been levied on 79 ships, 
of 56,644 tons, representing the whole traffic to the 15th of March 
since the inauguration, and it is the nationality of these ships of which 
an account would have been most interesting. The statistics show one 
or two important facts. One is the use of the Canal by steamers almost 
to the exclusion of sailing ships. The above 146.631 tons is composed 
as follows :—Steamers, 142,217 tons ; sailing ships, 3,7] 5 —total. 146.631 
tone. The prediction that the Canal would be useful for steamers and 
hardly at all for sailing ships could not have been more accurately con- 
firmed. It is important to observe again that although the beginnin, 
is small, the traffic is increasing. The following is a comparison, mont 
by month, of the number of ships passing through the Canal, exclusive 
of those present at the inauguration :— November, 1; December, 9 ; 
January, 16; February, 29; March, 52. Unfurtunately the tonnage is 
not specified, so that the comparison is not complete; but we may 
anticipate speedily a large addition to these beginnings, thoagh there 
is no foundation for some extravagant calculations forward. 


CHINAMEN IN THE UniTED States.—Senator Lawrence delivered lately 
in the Californian Senate a speech in favour of the protection of white la- 
bourers from the immigration of Chinamen. The Senator said that “‘ the 
presence of this moral gangrene in our midst, spreading gradually but 
surely as it does, should in itself be sufficient to arouse thinking men, 
irrespective of party, to united action. Better by far tbat a wall of 
fire, hizh as heaven and broad as the Pacific, should separate as from 
this loathsome race than that they should ol tain a foothold on this coast 
—better even in a pecuniary point of view.” 


Tue Bishop of Colombo, the Right Rev. Piers Calveley Claughton, 
D.D., will, it is believed, resign his see, and will accept the Vicarage 
of Dudley, vacant by the death of Dr. Browne. The Biehop of Colombo 
has been in England for some time, on account of health, and had just 
received a further extension of three months’ leave of absence from his 
diocese, to which he was appointed in 1862. Bishop Claughton, who is 
the younger brother of ‘he Bishop of Rochester, was Fellow, Tutor, 
and Dean of University College, Oxford, Public Examiner and Select 
Preacher. be 


Prince Monine Mar, son of the King of Burmah, who has for some 
time been a student at one of the military schools on Woolwich-com- 
mon, has received the permission of the War Department to prosecate 
his studies in the manufacturing departments of the Royal Arsenal, 
under the tuition of Lieutenant Lamb, of the Indian service. 


Cotonet Norrtu has a notice of motion on the paper for“ Returns of 
all the ordnance captured by the late Field-Marshal Viscount Gough 
during the operations in China;” and Sir W. Lawson, one for “ Copies 
or extracts of correspondence with English missionary societies or 
missionaries on inland residence in China.” 


WE are informed that Captain Chandos S. S. Stanhope, the officer 
in command of H.M.S. Ocean, flagship on the China station, will in all 
probability be offered the post of private secretary to the First Lord of 
the Admiralty, vacant by the advancement to flag rank of the present 
private secretary, Rear-Admiral F. B. P. Seymour. 


WE understand that the Duke of Edinburgh will not return, as was 
at first expected, in Her Majesty's ship Galatea, ma the Suez Canal, but 
by the Cape of Good Hope, where he is expected to arrive early in the 
month of June. 

A MeEssaGE, dated Calcutta, Saturday, half-past twelve noon, was re- 
ceived by the Indo-European Telegraph Company at half-past ten, 
thus beating the sun by two hours.

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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamesore, April 6. 


A hitch has occurred in the North German Parliament which has 
delayed the parsing of the new Criminal Code of Laws, the difficulty 
being to reconcile the abclition of capital punishment with the exiat- 
ing military code. which orders soldiers in time of war to be shot for 
treachery, cowardice, or attempted desertion. The Reichstag have 
refused to }-roceed with the Criminal Code till a ov‘sion and modifi- 
cation of the military regulations has been made. Tho subject of 
flogging iv the N«vy has aleo given rise to a stormy debate, one of the 
members of the House having brought forward a complaint that one 
of the sailors of the Vineta had been lashed with the cat-o’-nine-tails. 
Admiral Jachmann was obliged to confess the truth of the statement, 
but urged in extenvation that the cu!prit had been degraded to the 
lowest class, and then for a fresh offence had received corporal punish- 
ment, as the only means of preserving intact the discipline of the ser- 
vice. Count Bismurk defended the necessity of such acta under cer- 
tain circumstances. and which, if allowed to go unpunished, might 
create a mutiny, and endanger the safety of the ship and the lives of 
the officers and crew. The House then busied themselves with home 
subjects, among which was the Budget, which is still being proceeded 
wii The item of “ Post-office” caused great interest, as the Post- 
master-General gave some particulars of the results of ,his department 
for Jast year. The present system was introduced at the commence- 
ment of 1869. and from the great reduction in the postage created in 
that year a considerable deficit. The system is very simple. There 
are now only two rates of postage, one and groschens ; the firat 
franks a letter all over Germany if not weighing more than a 
loth (rather better than half an ounce), and the second for letters 
weighing from one loth up to half a pound. Unfranked letters pay a fine 
of a groschen, and newspapers as well as all other printed matter pay a 
one-third of a groschen for two and-half loths for any distance. Asa 
groechen is a fraction more than a penny, and a loth is a tenth more 
than balf an ounce, it will be seen that postage in Germany is conaider- 

_ ably lower than the English penny post system. The number of letters 
that parsed last year through the German post offices was 275,694,084, 

. showing un increase of 10 per cent. on the previous year. The number 
of unpaid letters had diminished by 284 per cent., with a corres- 
ponding augmentation on the prepaid ones. There are 1,700 
mail trains on railways that cover every day 1,693 German miles of 
distance ; 713 of the train have travelling post-offices in them. The 
sale of postage-etamps produced $10,729,117. Of money orders 9, 440,260 
were issued for the interior of Germany for the sum of $116,957,280, 
and 418,107 ‘or $7,462,048 for other countries with which treaties have 
been concluded. 

Money appears to be very plentifal in Germany, if one may judge 
from the vast eums subscribed by capitalists for new enterpriees of 
various descriptions; among others I may mention the formation of 
two new joint-stock banks here and one at Berlin. The “International 
Bank of Ham! .urg” is formed for the object of liberating the foreign 
trade of this city from its subjection to the English money market in 
negotiating its remittances and bill business, which it will for the 
fature undertake by means of its branch establishments in different 
foreign conntries. The purpose of the new “Commercial and Discount 
Bank of Hamburg” is mainly to facilitate the trade of this city by 
freely dizcounting local bills at three and six months. The system 
hitherto in force here is to sell all gools for immediate payment, and 
local billsare regarded with distrustand cven suepicion ; but asa different 
system obtains at B:emen, where goods are sold on credit, for which 
bills are taken, and is found to work well and require comparatively 
lesa capital to do a large business, whilst the Bank of Bremen dis- 
counts freely the local Lill: ; it is proposed to imitate the course pur- 
sued by the Bremen merchants, and no longer throw suspicion on local 
bills, and with this main object the bank bas been established. It was 
originally proposed to establish the International Bank at Berlin, but 
s0 many formalities had to be overcome, accompanied by such loss of 
time, that the Hamburg hovses that had promieed their support lost 
all patience, rerurned home, set to work, and established the bank in 
a single week, with a cupital of ten millions.of marks banco, of which 
the promoters furnished one half, and the other half was offered to the 
public at par, which was immediately taken up, and now commands a 
premium of 10 to 12 per cent. In the meantime the people at Berlin, 
nothing daunted by the promptitude and success of the spirited Ham- 
burg capitaliste, plodded on with their usual perseverance, obtained 
their ‘‘concession” and the royal con-ent to their “statutes” or bye- 
lawe—tbings unknown and unnccesrary at Hamburg—and at length 
were in a condition to offer their shares to the public. It must cer- 
tainly have been very gratifying to the feelings of the Berlin promoters 
to witness the extraordinary success of the subscriptions. It was 
decided only to call for two millions of dollara, and, lo and behold, 
two hundred and eighty five millions were subscribed for in one day, 
80 that a repartition hud to be made. and those who subscribed for less 
than 105 shares got none, and the larger subscribers had to submit to 
a reduction in proportion. The institution is known by the name of 
Die Deutsche Bank. or the ‘‘ German Bank.” 

By the Tre..ty of Vienna in 1815 it was decreed that the navigation 
on all the rivers in Germany should be free, but the abolition of river 
doves }:as not yet been accompli-hed. The same stipulation is con- 
tained in the Constitution of the North German Confederation made 
in 1866. and on the Rhine and some other rivers the concession has 
been put in practice, but. not so on the Elbe. The time appears, how- 
ever, to huve now arrived for their abolition, the difficulty being to 
devise some plan of compensating the States through which the river 
paenes for their losses by no longer raising toll. Count Bismark has 
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now taken up the matter with his usual energy, and has brought it 
before the Federal Council, where at his euggestion the question has 
been quickly disposed of, and it will probably be brought before the 
Reichstag or Federal Parliament shortly after the Easter vacation. 
There are now only three States that require pecuniary compensation ; 
these are Mecklenburg-Schwerin (who by the new arrangement is to 
receive $500,000), Anhalt (¢85,000), and Lauenberg ($86,000), the 
last-named, though belonging to Prussia, not being as yet thoroughly 
incorporated, and having still its own separate Government and 
finances—all the other riverine States (Austria, Prussia, Saxony, 
Hanover—now Prussian—and Hamburg) having renounced all claim 
to compensation. Mecklenburg is still a malcontent, and claims a 
larger amount ($1,250,000), but there ia good reason to believe that the 
King of Prussia will easily find means to persuade him that half a loaf 
8 better than no bread, and that if he maintains his demand the half 
million may slip through his fingers. The compensation money is to 
be borne on the Federal Budget. 

The “entre filet” of the Nieuwe Rotterdamshe Courant, alluded to by 
your correspondent at Rotterdam in your last issue, of a steam company 
being in course of formation here for commrunication with Java, China, 
and Japan (via the Suez Cunal), is entirely without foundation, and the 
learned Theban probably confounded it with the extension of the field 
of operation of the Hamburg-American Steam Company, by the crea- 
tion of a new line of steamers to Ceutral America and the West Indies, 
and a reinforcement by a set. of new steamers on their already existing 
line to Havana and New Orleans. The wdditional capital required for 
this new service is not six million thalers, but only two millions, one 
half raised by a mortgage loan on the property of the company, and 
the other half, or two millions marks banco, being offered to the pre- 
sent shareholders at par in the proportion of one new share for every 
two old ones. As the old shares command a premium of 30 per cent., 
and the company has just declared a dividend of 15 per cent., there can 
be little doubt of the new shares being eagerly taken up. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Recent large arrivals of Cassia Lignea at first created a dulness in 
the market, and threatened a fall in the quotations; but that danger 
is for the present removed, as considerable orders have come to hand, 
the execution of which has cleared off more than 7,000 chests, and 
since then the prices have recovered their former position. None is 
now to be had under 12} schillings banco per lb. Pepper is firmly 
held, but the dealings have been limited. Cleaned rice commands a 
moderate sale at steady rates, but rough is neglected. No alteration 
in tea, and business confined to the execution of orders for consump- 
tion. It is stated in the London papers that the 240 chests of the 
wretched stuff, of which six chests were seized and condemned as not 
fit for consumption, have been sent over here for sale. It is very 
possibly the case ; but if so the importers, before attempting to sell 
them, will first mix them up with other descriptions, which they can 
do in their own warehouse, free from all supervision and control, the 
right of “ manipulating” (that is the expressive word) being one of 
the great privileges of a free port. Nothing to say about Spelter.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpamM, April 8. 
The First Chamber is discussing the Agrarian Bill for Java, the de- 
bate upon which was opened on Monday last; several members have 
taken part in the discussion, but not one new argument has been 
brought forward. It is impossible to foretel what will be the definite 
result of the debate, of which the Section Report does not give the 
least indication. It is, if possible, less colourless than those reports 
commonly are. Some members complained that the Bill was unsatis- 
factory in not going far enough, while, on the contrary, there were 
others who judged it too Radical, and some again wanted further ex- 
planations. The report overflows with these vague expressions; but 
we are not told what was the opinion of the majority. This much is 
certain, that there is in the debate, as there was in the sections, a good 
deal of party spirit displayed, and that the Opposition papers become 
from day to day more furious in their attacks upon the measure, and 
in their appeals to the Lords to reject the Kill. They even assert that, 
if it should be rejected, the King would not dissolve the Upper House, 
although not one Liberal paper has said that such a coume would be 
adopted if, indeed, the Lords should prevent the Ministry from 
taking this first step towards the introduction of Liberal reforms 
in India. As I hope to be able to telegraph the definitive re- 
sult before the mail closes, I think it is of no use to reproduce an 
speculations as to the posrible fate of the Bill. For my own part, 
have great confidence in the political wisdom of our lords, and feel 
sure that they will listen to the good advice given them. Just before 
the opening ofthe dcbate a liberal pamphlet was published by the 
well-known Mr. de Kinder de Camerecq, in which he adduced several 
new and weighty arguments in favour of the Bill, This author writes 
with great authority, and his knowledge and experience are disputed 
by no one. The pamphlet is, consequently, of much greater interest 
than that published by Mr. van der Wyck, the tenour of which wag 
ao incomprehensible that tbe Conservatives took him for one of their 
warmest supporters, but he has since said, in the Nieuwe Rotter- 
damsche Courant—which paper criticised the work severely—that he 
only attacked the Bill because “it was not radical enough.” Mr. 
Philipse, the President of the First Chamber is dangerously ill; and 
the Conservatives regret this very much, be cause they believe that he 
would have used his influence to have the Bill outvoted. 
The Second Chamber has been occupied with Bills which are of but 
slight interest to your readers. The principal measure carried was 
that to establish a State academy for sculptors, painters, and engravers. 
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The promoters of this Bill are of opinion that Dutch art will be re- 
vived by this institution. Quis vivra verra, but I think that it will 
tend to create a great many mediocrities. Some rumours are circu- 
lating which are not very flattering to the Minister of Justice, who 
has had to defend the blunders made by some learned, but not infal- 
lible, judges, who, amongst other mistakes, had condemned to death 
an idiotic girl of fifteen years. This fact was brought to the notice of 
the Lower House. and the behaviour of the Minister created the greatest 
disgust amongst some Liberal members. I have reason to believe 
that some of them will continue to support him, because they desire 
that he should have the opportunity of defending his Bill to annihilate 
capital punishment, but their indulgence is not at all founded upon a 
confidence in his wisdom or prudence. But revenons @ nos montons. It is 
my duty to state some particulars with regard to two interpellations. 
The firat refers to the telegraphic communication between Javaand other 
countries. Mr. Heems kerk Az, who interpellated the Minister of the 
Colonial Department about some concessions which have been asked 
for but not yet granted, was of opinion that the Minister bad not done 
€0 much as he might to promote the several plans for giving the tele- 
graphic net in our colenies the necessary extension. The Minister 
stated, in reply, that it was impossible to grant to the concesaion- 
hunters all they asked for, and he declined to give anyone of them a 
monopoly or exclusive right ; but, nevertheless, he was able to assure 
the members that within a very short time a concession would be given 
for the communication between Java, Ceylon (via Singapore), and 
China; ond between Java, Timor, and Australia. The other inter- 
pellation concerned H.M.’s screw-steamer Argus, built according 
to the plans of the former (Conservative) Cabinet in a private 
yard. Mr. de Casembroot asked some questions of the Minister about 
this vessel, which started some days ago from Hellevoet for Java, but 
which has since put in to Plymouth. Mr. de Casembroot was of 
opinion that the vessel was not built as it ought to have been, and 
that it was not seaworthy, and he further stated that the commander 
made objections to proceed further with the voyage because the vessel 
pitched in a dangerous manner. The answer of the Minister was not 
80 satisfactory as it might have been. He denied that the vessel was 
so bad as was stated, but on the other side be owned that she pitched. 
He, however, gave the assurance that the ship should not proceed with 
the voyage unti! a minute inspection should fava been made, and said 
that the voyage to Plymouth ought to be regarded merely as a trial 
trip. This fact has made a painful impression, and some papers regret 
that no more care is taken in order to prevent money being thrown 
away. The members of the Second Chamber will take thcir Easter 
Yecess on the 9th inst., and will not meet again before the 10th of 
June, at the end of which month they will again leave the Hague until 
the close of the session. 

I regret having to confirm my communication that our capitalists 
have shown some reluctance to subscribe the capital for establishing 
the Steam-line Company “ Nederland” (Holland and Java). Notwith- 
standing that Prince Henry is honorary president of the Commission, 
that its other members are of the highest respectability, and that 
the plan was promoted on a most efficient basis, the subscriptions only 
amount to 24 millions of guilders, and it was stated publicly by one 
of the members of the Commission that the greater part of this sum 
was subscribed by only a few gentlemen. In our financial circles it is 
said the Commission made three mistakes, by which this reluctance 
may be explained. In the first place, the profit of sixteen per cent., 
promised in the prospectus, was regarded ag humbug; it was known 
that several members of the haute jinance were among the rromoters 
of the plun, and if such an enormous profit could be made they of 
course would have furnished the capital themeelves. In the second 
place, it was considered to be an error that the vessels were ordered 
before the Commission had any certainty that the capital would be 
subscribed, which fact caused the public to believe that their money 
was not wanted. The third mistake was the stipulation that the ves- 
sels should be built on the Clyde ; our Protectionists with good reason 
complain of this, and do all they can to prevent the success of the 
project. The Commission, after the first échec, reopened the subscrip- 
tion, and in two days the last million—3 milliona were wanted — was 
furnished. It is said that the Prince and the Trading Company, who 
subscribed each for f.100,000, have doubled this amount, whilst his 
Majesty the King has also become a shareholder. Early in 1871 the 
first steamer will start from here direct to Java. That the undertaking 
will be a profitable one is quite certain, and it would have been a mat- 
ter to regret if the endeavour had not been crowned with success. It 
was, indeed, a vital question for our trade, and it would have made the 
worat impression in Java if such a trifling sum as 34 millions could 
not have been obtained in Holland for such an undertaking. 

About the Court I hear great news. Our Qucen returned, via 
Brussels—where her Majesty took aluncheon at the Royal Palace, from 
England, and it is now widely rumoured that she crossed the canal to 
negotiate a marriage between our Prince of Orangeand Princess Louise 
of Kagiand. It seems that this is a well founded on dit. The niece of 
this prince will be married in a few mouths to the German Prince of 
Wied, and on that occasion a commission (Mr. Messchert van Vollen- 
hoven, Member of the First Chamber, president) will offer to the prin- 
cess a national present as a mark of homage and respect. According 
to a private letter from Palermo, Prince Alexander will, on the 10th 
of May, return home on board H.M. steamer de Valk from his trip to 
the Mediterranean. 

The Section report has been published upon the Bill, by which the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs asks a credit for a diplomatic establishment 
in China. Several members are of opinion that this Bill should have 
been withheld until the next Budget is brought forward, and the 
general opinion expressed is not very favourable to the measure. The 
promoters consider it desirable that in view of the extension of our 
commercial relations with the Far East, this mission ought to be es- 
tablished, but many other members feared that if we are represented 
by an Ambassador in China, it would become necessary to station 
several of our men-of-war in China water. 

Messrs. T. G. Bunge and C. A. Commelin have been appointed pre- 
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sident and vice-president of the council of managers of the Nederland 
Steam Company. 

The Java Agrarian Bill was carried this day in the First Chamber, 
by twenty-five against twelve votes: there were two absentees from the 
division. General satisfaction at this result is expressed. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The rate of discount remains unaltered, and in the open market a good 
demand for money is apparent. The market for public securities is 
generally flat, but the closing tone is somewhat better. ‘he variations 
in Foreign Bonds are of no importance. Dutch Two and a-Half per 
Cents., 55¢; Three per Cents. 67%; Four per Cents., 863; Trading 
Company, 1204; Obligations of Railway Company, Kaat India, 91. 

The result of the March coffee sale, for account of the Trading Com- 
pany, and that of their sugar sale, the particulars of which were com- 
municated in my last letter, have been equally favourable with that of 
their tineale. Prices for these articles have continued to be well main- 
tained at the advance estiblished at the sales, and although there has 
been but little doing privately, this is mainly to be attributed to the 
firmness of holders. The general aspect of our market for other leading 
articles of produce has undergone but little alteration. Arrivals are 
light, in consequence of contrary winds, rendering the private supply 
moderate. The deliveries of coffee last month were verv large. 

Corres. —There is a steady demand for the lots resulting from the 
last sale, but holdera decline to operate without a further advance. 
Some parcels have changed hands chiefly for export, including 2,600 
bags Java, ex Prinses Amalia, at 44c. to 46c.; 750 bage do., ex Fop 
Smit, Vesta and Allegonda Jacoba, at 3lc. to 36c.; 500 bags do., ex 
Eudora; 1,006 bays do., ex Pinella, at 32\c. to 85$c.; 997 bags 
Padang, ex Waalstroom, at 38c. to 40c.; 2,426 bags Macassar, ex 
Norsk Flag, at 314c. to 354c.; 866 bags Rio, ex Nanette, on secret 
terms. The stock was on the Ist inst. on warrants, 214,200 bags. 
Unsold Trading Company's stock, 262,000 bales ; private stock, 49,900 
bags Java. 2,000 b. Java, ex Ellen, and 500 b., ex Eudora, sold on 
secret terms. Gutta-percha: 4,45) kilos. were realised at very high 
prices. Rice: 10,469 b. Java Carga, ex Ida Elisabeth, changed hands. 
Rattang: The auction held by the Trading Company went off as fol- 
lows :— 42,700 b. sold—Borneo, at f.8.90 to f.14; Banjermassing, £.9 
to f.9.70; Padang, f.8.40 to f.9.30; Koetie, f.7.80 to 1.8.20. Silk: 
859 b. Japan sold in auction at the following prices :—&3 b. Aechezan, 
f.28 to £35.75 per kilo. ; 79 b. Sodai, f.30.50 to f.88.25; 48 b. Oshio, 
£.88 to £46; 26 b. Ida, f.32 to £33.25; 32 b. Maibach, £.36.75 to

UNITED STATES. 


The decline of American commerce consequent on the diminution of 
American shipping is giving great concern to Congress. Projects of 
various kinds have been suggested with a view to restore to thu flag of 
the Union that commanding position on the seas which it once held. 
Americans are not unnaturally humiliated at the circumstance of 
every ocean line of steamers between the United States and Europe 
being in the hands of foreigners. As a remedy for this state of things, 
it ia proposed to snbsidise lines of steamers between America and 
Europe, and thus to remove in part the existing inequality. Pre- 
sident Grant shares the desire of his countrymen to re-establish the 
American Mercantile Marine. He avows his dissatisfaction at the 
sight of foreigners reaping a rich harvest by doing work which ought 
to be executed by Americans; he has characterised the annual pay- 
ments of from twenty to thirty millions of dollars made for freight as 
“fa drain upon the revenues of the country equal to casting money 
into the sea, as far as America is concerned.” 

The Chinese immigration question is still being agitated. A Memphis 

r announces that an English company, the Merchants Trading 
ompany of Liverpool. is going into the business of importing Asiatic 
labour into the United States, and has appointed an agent to reside 
at Vicksburg, Mississippi. This agent, a Colonel Gowan, says he can 
supply 100,00 Chinese labourers within twelve months if necessary, 
his company having nine steamers and twenty-nine sailing vessels, 
with an aggregate tonnage of 56,000, available for the trade. The 
Merchants Trading Company has issued a circulur stating the terms 
upon which Chinese immigrant labour can be secured, all their rales 
being strictly in accordance with the treaties between the United States 
and China. The price of each labourer, delivered at Charleston, Sa- 
vannah, Pensacola, Mobile, or New Orleans, is $250 gold. 
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THE LOSS OF THE “ ONEIDA.” 


On the 14th ult. the collision between the One‘da and Rombay off 
Yokohama was referred to in the Senate. Senator Morton (Republican), 
of Indiana, offered a resolution requesting the Naval Committee to 
report to the Senate a series of joint resolutions expressing the deep 
sorrow of the nation for the loss of the officers and men on board the 
United States war-ship Oneida, testifying to the national admiration 
for their gallant conduct, and expressing the national abhorrence at 
the inhuman and brutal conduct of the commander of the Bombay. 
Senator Conkling (Republican). of New York, said he thought the 
resolutions prejudged the case, and he suggested a modification, so as 
to leave it discretionary with the Committee to make such a report if 
the facts warrant it. Senator Morton said he was willing to accept the 
modification, and the resolution was finally laid aside, with a view to 
secaring further information on the subject. 

In compliance with a resolution passed by the House of Representa- 
tives, the Secretary of the Navy has transmitted the information in 
his possession relative to the loss of the One:da. The Secretary says, 
from an examination of the testimony before the Court of Inquiry, and 
evidence in the possession of the Department, and also of the testimony 
of the master, Yates, the officer on board the Oneida at the time of the 
collision, it is the opinion of the Department that the Oneida, when she 
was struck, was steaming her proper course out to sea from the 
harbour; that the ship was well commanded; that the dis- 
cipline on board was good; and that all necessary precau- 
tions had been taken by her commanier to insure the safe 
navigation of the vessel and prevent a collision. The rules of the 
road were conformed to agreeably to regulations of the United States’ 
pavy, and no blame attached to the officers or crew of the Oneida for 
the collision. The Secretary says it is asserted by the captain and 
some officers of the Bombay that the Bombay, on rounding Kanon- 
saki Point, approached the Oneida ahead, or a little on the port bow, 
and then took a course which would have carried her well clear of the 
Oneida. This assertion is, in the opinion of the Department, incon- 
sistent with the real result of their evidence when closely examined, 
and it is forced to the conclusion, on evidence now before it, that this 
disaster occurred through the bad navigation of the Bombay. No means 
appear to have been taken by the captain of the Bombay to render any 
assistance to the Oneida, although it seems inevitable that he should 
have had reason to suppose that damage had been done which was serious 
and dangerous. Whatever doubt might cxist as to the responsibility 
for the collision, there could hardly be a question as to the conduct of 
the captain of the Bombay after the collision, and the department was 
constrained to say it appeared to have been the result of reckless dis- 
regard for human life and of the common obligations of humanity. 
Immediately upon receipt of the document containing thesc statements 
a resolution was carricd by the House ordering the Secretary of the 
Navy to have an inquiry made into the Oncida disaster, with a view 
of ascertaining the responsibility for the disaster and the conduct of 
the captain of the Bombay after the collision. This resolution has been 
confirmed by the Senate, and approved of hy the President, and the 
inquiry is to be immediately commenced. 


THE AMERICAN NAVY IN CHINA. 


Since the withdrawal and sale of a portion of the United States 
squadron stationed in the Eastern waters the Naval Department have 
been busily engaged in fitting ont and overhanling three of the finest 
vessels in the service preparatory to sending them to China and Japan. 


The Benecia, a magnificent sloop of war, carrying a battery of four- 
teen guns of heavy calibre, sailed from the Bo-ton Navy yard on the 
5th ult., and will soon be followed by the Alaska and Colorado. The 
Alaska is a wooden sloop of war, built from the latest and most ap- 
proved modcle. She was launched from the Boston Navy-yard in July, 
1869, and was placed in commission in November. Her armament 
consists of fourteen guns, ten of which are nine-inch shell guna, onean 
eleven-inch Dahlgren, throwing a two hundred pound solid shot, and 
two brass howitzers on the main deck. She is clipper-rigged out and 
out, and after leaving port will puraue her voyage under sails alone, 
except when necessity requires the use of steam. Her length is 251 
feet, depth of hold fifteen feet, with a draught of sixteen feet of 
water. mong her officers are several who have distinguished them- 
selves during the late war. Her commander was the recipient 
of a valuable sword, presented to him by the citizens of New 
York, for his gallant action with the Alabama, while in command 
of the gunboat Hatteras, off Galveston, in January, 1863, during 
which engagement his vessel was sunk. The following is the full 
complement of officers:—Commander, Homer C. Blake; Executive 
Officer and Lieutenant Commander, C. M. Chester; Lieutenant, A. S. 
Snow; Ensigns, I} M. G. Brown, J. B. Smith, C. W. Chipp, C. P. 
Force, A. V. Wadhamas, and N. I. Roosevelt; Chief Engincer, W. H. 
King ; Second Assistant Engineer, S. L. Cooper; Paymaster, Frank 
Clarke; Surgeon, J. Clark ; Assistant Surgeon, S. W. Latta; Lieute- 
nant of Marines. J. B. Breese. Her crew consists of 241 men and 36 
marines. The Colorado is considered by naval critic one of the finest 
American frigates afluat, not excepting even the Franklin and the old 
Niagara. She is being rapidly provisioned and supplied with ammu- 
nition. Her battery consists of forty-four nine inch guns, twenty-two 
on a broadside, each throwing a one-hundred pound shot. The sub- 
joined is a list of her officers :—Rear-Admiral commanding Fleet, John 
Rodgers; Fleet Captain, E. T. Nichols: Captain in Command, Geo.

SIR R. ALCOCK’S CONVENTION. 


To the oft-repeated question, Will the new China Conven- 
tion be ratified ? we may now safely answer, No. From the 
beginning of the negotiations there was an understanding 
that it could not be finally concluded with one, unless ac- 
cepted by all the Treaty Powers ; for endless complications 
would have arisen had British merchants in China paid 
duties on a different scale, and been placed in many other 
respects on a different footing, from those of other nations. 
The United States Government, in its present humour, 
would be ready to accept a treaty even more favourable to 
Chiua than this. Holland and some other Continental na- 
tions might have been content to follow in the wake of 
England and America; but France certainly would not, and 
the adhesion of Russia is more than doubtful. Count Lauue- 
MAND, the French Minister to Peking, is now in Paris; his 
leave of absence has expired, but his return to China is 
postponed until the question of the ratification or rejection 
of the new Anglo-Chinese Convention is settled. We have 
good reason for believing that the views of the French Go- 
vernment are in accordance with those expressed by the de- 
putation of London merchants to Lord CLaRENpDon, and that 
tho consent of France will therefore be withheld. 

But if even we put aside the question of the assent of 
other Treaty Powers, it is no less certain that the tho- 
rough exposure that has taken place here of the defects in 
the Convention will necessitate its rejection by Her MasEsty’s 
Government on its own merits. Already one important pro 
vision—the right of the Chinese to establish a Consul in Hong 
Kong—has been abandoned by the Foreign-vffice. The first 
breach has been made, and the fall of the entire fabric must 
follow. Nothing will be made known officially until after the 
arrival of Sir RutHerRFoRD ALcocK, who has reached Paris 
(via Brindisi), and will probably be in London to-morrow. 
No reply has yet been received to the last communication 
addressed by Mr. MaTHESON (on bebalf of the Committee of 
London merchants) to Lord CLARENDON, and there is little 
doubt that Sir RuTHERFoRD’s assistance will be required in 
framing one. We may look for a further justification or de- 
fence of the Convention ; for we understand Sir RUTHERFORD 
still believes that if allowed a fair trial it would be found to 
work well. .\dmirably, no doubt, for the Chinese ; but we 
do not for a moment believe that in its present shape it will 
be ratified. What will be the next step—whether we are to 
remain on the old footing until a new Minister-shall have 
been despatched to make yet another new treaty, or whether 
Sir R. Atcock will return to Peking with his rejected one, 
and try to make it more acceptable by another process of 
revision—remains to be seen. 


ADMIRAL DE LA GRANDIERE, lately Governor of Saigon 
and Commander-in-Chief in French Cochin China, has finally 
resigned the post, and Admiral Outer, it is believed, will not 
return to that country, on account of his health. A new 
appointment may therefore be expected to be made shortly. 
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THE “ BOMBAY-ONEIDA ” CASE. 

WE have now before us the whole of the evidence given 
before the Court of Inquiry held to investigate the collision 
between the Bombay and the Oneida, and some of the ques- 
tions most involved in doubt are to a certain extent cleared 
up. The statement that the shock, terrible as it was to the 
war-steamer, was but slightly felt on board the mail-packet 
is corroborated. The assertion that the Bombay was going 
full speed at the time, and did not even slacken speed after 
the collision, is conclusively disproved. The fact that the 
Oneida’s guns were not heard, and no signals of distress seen 
by those on board the Bombay, is also accounted for by the 
fact that the “ primers” for the guns and all the blue-lights 
and rockets on deck were carried away by the collision ; 
and, as the ship was under full sail and steam, with a 
fair wind, she had run some miles away from the spot 
before others could be found. Even then a gun had to be 
loaded ; for the statement at first put forth, that several guns 
were loaded at the time of the calamity, now proves to be in 
correct. In the meanwhile, Capt. Eyre, not seeing or hear- 
ing any signs of danger, and reassured by his pilot, resumed 
his voyage after a stoppage of some few minutes only. All 
these circumstances tend very much to modify the impression 
made by the accounts first received through American sources. 
Still, the Court found Capt. Eyre guilty of culpable negli- 
gence, and suspended his certificate for six months. In this 
country there is a general feeling of dissatisfaction with the 
decision, and the press calls for a further and more searching 
investigation. We do not advocate this course fur the sake 
of invoking any increased penalty on Capt. Eyre, for a 
vindictive punishment is not called for. The recollection 
that over a hundred fellow-beings were struggling iua watery 
grave at the moment when, impatient of delay, he gave the 
word to proceed, will, we should think, be in itself a life-long 
punishment. But there are many irreconcilable points in 
the evidence on which the decision of the Yokohama Court 
was based, and for this reason a further inquiry is, we think, 
very desirable. It would at least prove to the fellow-country- 
men of those lost that the sad fate of their fine ship’s crew 
was not viewed with indifference in England. 








THE SUEZ CANAL COMPANY. 

SEVERAL members of the direction of the company—Ad- 
miral Excenmans, MM. G. Mruuov, the Marquis pg Ratag- 
court, G. CouTurieR, and G. FiLEeury-Herarp—seceded 
lately, and, in consequence of some misunderstanding, bave 
addressed a joint letter to a journal (the VWessager de Paris), 
stating that their resignation was connected with questions 
generally interesting to the company and the sharebolders. 
We are not aware what may be the differences at the board, 
but we know of one question now pending which has some 
importance for British merchants and shipowners ; this refers 
to the mode of calculating the tonnage of vessels passing 
through the Canal. Heretofore the rating bas been on the 
registered tonnage, but it is proposed that in future, when 
the actual cargo surpasses the registered tonnage, the charge 
shall be made on the former. We are not aware what are 
the probabilities of this proposal being carried, and we uuder- 
stand that three months’ notice will have to be given, but it 
is known that such an arrangement would fall principally 
upon British shipping, and we suggest to the company 
whether it is wise at the present moment to add to the causes 
which may possibly deter British owners from using the 
Canal ; we wish it all imaginable success, and we should be 
sorry to see any new impediment. It has already been 
shown how large a proportion English trade is likely to fur- 
nish to the funds of the company, and we can assure M. DE 
Lesseps that the likeliest mode of diminishing the gross re- 
ceipts from that suurce is to raise the rates. 

The passage of the Hooghly and Imperatrice, and the de- 
termination of the Messageries Company to run their future 
fortuightly mails through the Canal, promise great things for 
the company, and we trust that the deepeningand maintain- 
ing of the channel will be looked after without too much 
delay, so that the P. and O. may feel justified in following the 
example of the French Company ; and we are sure that until 
the last remnant of a doubt upon this head is removed the 
true policy of the company would be to hold out every in- 
ducement to English owners, and not to depart from the or- 
dinary modes of calculating tonnage. If nothing but cargoes

1. Payment of debentures and coupons outstanding. 2. Pay- 
ments on account of the loan of one hundred millions. 3. 
Expenditure necessary for the completion and maintenance 
of the Canal, the widening of certain curves, and general 
administrative expenses — estimated altogether at about 
30,009,000 francs (£1,200,000), leaving a balance of about 
400,000, which, it is hoped, will be obtained from the Canal 
receipts ; but the state of the balance-sheet will not allow 
of the payment of the coupons falling due in July. Objec- 
tions were raised to the non-payment of the coupons, but the 
meeting went with the direction. The letter of the directors 
lately resigned, referred to above, was read to the meeting, 
and explanations were given by M. pe Lessers. The report 
and accounts were approved by a unanimous vote. The re- 
port had, however, a very bad effect upon the shares in the 
market, which fell suddenly from 325 to 270 francs; and the 
délégations from 225 to 190 francs.

A JOURNEY FROM HANKOW TO TSUNG-YANG. 
We have received an interesting account of a journey from 
Hankow to Tsung-yang, undertaken by Dr. Shearer and Mr. War 


rick, of the former place, in the month of November last. They 


were absent nearly three weeks, in the course of which they tra- 
velled between three and four hundred miles. The weather was, 


for the most part, very pleasant, and the country passed over is 
represented as often grand and picturesque. Much information 


is given of the products of the different places, so that a sketch 
of the journey is likely to be interesting to our readers. 
They left Hankow on the 3rd November, in a native boat. sailed 


up the Yangtsze, and in two days reached Kin-kow. On the way 


they passed through six miles of hilly scenery on one bank of the 
river, while the other was a vast plain just emerging from its three 
or four months’ watery covering. The deposit on this bank was 
six inches deep. The country beyond abounded in the soap, laurel, 
and wax or tallow trees, which added much to the beauty of the 
The soap fruit is a large black pod of a foot long. which 


seeds, and by placing them in boiling water the wax floats, and is 


then used in making candles. The maple tree was also observed ; 
it is manufactured into combs and tea chests. The sweet potato 
was common everywhere ; it is longer than ours, and the leaf re- 
sembles that of the convolvulus ; like our turnip, it can be eaten 
raw. 

On the Gth they sailed through a lake extending as far as the 
eye could reach, but from the overflowing of the water it was dif- 
ficult to tell the boundary, They landed and crossed over hill and 
dale, admiring the magnificent trees and the beauties of nature all 
around. The villages were in a sad condition from the flood, which 
had risen more than six feet above the road. The Doctor was in- 
terested in the case of a leper, who appeared among the crowd 
following us. The tobacco plant next presented itself in all its 
beauty. Its leaves are very like those of the cabbage, aud the 
flower is pinkish, with elongated tube and dilated at the top. The 
seeds are more numerous and smaller than those of the poppy, 
and the leaf is dried on bamboo latticed frames. Bordering on the 
lake there were precipiccs which reminded the writer of what he 
had seen in Shetland, with deep blue and green waters beneath.

In 
case the Alexandria steamer arrives at Brindisi too late for 
the 7 PM. train, the railway company run a special express 
train to catch the regular train at Turin, so that the Alex- 
andria steamer may sustain a considerable delay, and yet the 
mails and passengers arrive in London as early as if no delay 
had been experienced.

For the advantage of 
Japan itself, and in the interest of commerce, we should be 
glad to see regularly accredited diplomatic representatives of 
that country in all the States of Europe. We may add that

General of Japan in France. 7

On the 7th a belt of mountains was seen, reflecting the golden 


rays of Helios, and the dim outline of those in the far horizon, 


with their varied tints, added much to the loveliness of the land- 
They reached the city of Hien-ning, and walked through 


e screw palm. Further on, the holly was met 
with, which is sometimes used for tea, also the blackberry, golden 


rod, our own blue bell, &c.; and what with sparrows, magpies, and 
butterflies careering around, the travellers were ready to fancy 


themselves again in dear old Scotland. The ferns, too, were nu- 
merous, and some of them rare. The hills were chiefly freestone 
at the top, and argillaceous slate further down. A stately yew was 


observed, with a circumference of twelve feet ; it must have been 


several hundred years old. 

On the 8th they crossed a bridge two hundred feet long, sup- 

rted on six buttresses, and covered all over with a wooden 
roof. They left their boat at this point, and engaged several 
coolies to carry their baggage about ten miles. The road was a 
mountain path, and the scenery was truly grand On either side 
were hills covered with wood. The only new kinds were the oak, 
box, larch, and spruce fir; also the tea bush, with its camelia-like 
flower, for it is of the same family, and called in Chinese by the 
same name. Then came tbe old bracken fern, exactly the same 
as that described by Scott in the “ Lady of the Lake,” whose root, 
when cut, showed the identical eagle as in our own. 

In the afternoon they reached Ma.chiao, and located themselves 
in one of the Russian hongs there. A native servant accompanied 
them to a tea plantation. Some of the bushes were in flower. The 
Doctor gathered a large quantity of branches and leaves of indi- 

enous plants, some coinciding with the English Flora wonder- 
fally, others again quite peculiar to this part of the world. Mon- 
keys appear also to abound in this quarter. The natives here use 
large wheels for drawing water from the river up into the fields. 
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Their diameter is about 24 feet, and at each spoke there is a wooden 

box, the breadth of the wheel, for drawing and holding the water. 

This is slightly inclined, so that as each reaches the top it pours 

its contents into a tube which leads it to the fields, and as they 

are all the one higher than another there is no further trouble, 
- but just to conduct it where you will. 

On the 9th they went to see some hot sulphur springs. The 
‘scenery by the way (four miles) was exquisite. At the foot.of a 
hill, they found the sulphur springs. The water was welling up 
in half a-dozen places, close by the bank of a river, and it was 50 
hot that they could not keep their hands in it. The heat must 
have been about 90 deg. inthe spring. The gas was bubbling up ata 
great rate, and on tasting the water it was anything but pleasant. 
On their way back they found beautiful specimens of rock crystal. 
Some of the holes in the rocks were lined with this magnificent 
stone. They met also with the Tung-yew tree, from whose seeds 
an oil is extracted, in which a large trade is done in Hankow. 
The sweet potatoe was likewise plentiful. They came in contact 
with the coffee plant, wild rose, hyacinth, chesnut tree, banana, 
raspberry, and privet, most of which and many other specimens 
were secured. The travellers were amused to see a scarecrow in 
the shape of a man, with hands stretched out, and an old hat on, 
acting his part in the fields as among ourselves at home. 

On the 10th they left the village of Ma-chiao, and on returning 
by a mountain path they passed through varied scenery ; some- 
times terrible mountain gorges, and again along the banks of a 
clear running river. They saw the primrose, mint, daisy, dande- 
lion, ivy, wild orange, aspen, hemp, silver pine, and taro. They 
crossed several bridges of no mean construction, built of lime- 
stone, having three or four arches, whose piers, or buttresses taper 
off toa point, so as to break the force of the current as well as to 
cut the ice in winter. It is observed that anyone seeing these 
bridges would not be inclined to call the builders uncivilised. In 
a few hours they reached Peh-tun, and were entertained in one of 
the Russian hongs, the two members connected with which were 
at the time in Hankow, as the brick-tea senson was over. Towards 
evening they ascended one of the hills, and at the very top found 

imens of quick lime, and large quantities of tufa, which, like 

e hot springs, showed a volcanic eruption long ago. 

On the 11th the thermometer at daylight was 40°, and they 
started with their native host to visit two Russians resident at 
Yen-Rea-shan, six miles off. As they proceeded among the hills 
they came toa large plantation of bamboo, a tree of the greatest 
service in China, likewise the cassia tree, used for scenting tea, the 
wood sorrel, geranium, and honey-suckle. The tea plant and 
cypress graced the mountain tops. The graves in this quarter 
were finely adorned, more so than had been seen elsewhere. They 
croesed the dry beds of many a mountain torrent, the high water 
mark at the sides showing with what force the water occasionally 
came down. They reached the village, and had a little difficulty in 
introducing themselves to the Russians, who knew nothing of 
English, but Chinese became the ready medium of communication. 
They were tuken to a cave where there were numerous stalagmites 
and stalactites. Returning to Peh-tun, there were two men waiting 
for medicine to cure them of opium smoking. Both had indulged 
in it for years, and wished to give it up. The Doctor promised to 
send them some, but told them that the main thing lay in the 
will, which it was to be feared had the control of them instead of 
the opposite. They sought to blame the foreigner for bringing it 
to China. It was asked why they took it, but there was no reply, 

On the 12th the travellers proceeded on their way. In this part 
of the country there are a great many inns, especially for the 
benefit of tea packers in the spring. They are named a resting 
place for travellersand merchants. A short distance from Peh-tun 
there was a peculiar view obtained from the top of a hill of scores, 
even hundreds, of peaks rising up in the valley beneath, which 
were all covered with the tea bush in its regular parallel lines ona 
clayey background. Descending to the mountain track, they walked 
along for miles amid scenery not unlike some of the lowlands of 
Scotland. in which the bluebell, wild violet, rasp and strawberry, 
horse daisy and mountain ash were found. They rested for awhile 
at one of the inns on the way, meeting with large numbers of coolies 
engaged in carrying various articles of merchandise. One applied 
to the Doctor for a cure for opium smoking. He had been ac- 
customed to it for three or four years, and expressed a strong 
desire to give it up, but could not, he said, without a substitute of 
eome medicine. He took 120 grains a day (one grain being suffi- 
cient to set an ordinary individual usleep), and was exceedingly 
wan and thin. 


In the course of the following day they passed several manu- 
factories for making the common blue dye. Por this purpose large 
vats, with raised bottom in the centre, are buried flush with the 
ground, and when filled with water, a quantity of lime is put in 
and mixed with leaves of the indigo plant. ‘The whole is then 
stirred daily for a fortnight, when the dye is ready for use. They 
do not make it hard as we do, only toa kind of paste. Red dye 
is obtained from sapanwood, a produce of the Straits. ‘The only 
new things met with in the vegetable world that day were the 
millet and canary seed, cotton and chillis, peas and beans. They 
reached Tsung-yang, the termination of their jouney, and stayed 
n the Russian establishment for several days. They wandered 
about the city and ccuntry without any difficulty, examining the 
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curiosities of the place, doctors’ shops, &c. The wall of the city 
is four or five miles round, and there is a population of some 
10,000. The trade is principally in tea. Two Russian hongs do 
largely in congouand brick tea. Black congou or red leaf consists 
of the year’s new leaves, which when picked and dried in the sun 
are taken in and curled by the feet. This done, the leaves are 








; assorted and then fired, that is, about twenty pounds are put in 


a basket over a slow charcoal fire in a hollow of the ground 
for a day, and one man has charge of a room with forty or 
fifty of these to keep them constantly stirred or turned 
over. When cooled they are ready for packing into chests made 
of the maple tree round about. Brick tea is of two kinds, 
one made of dust, the other of the large under leaves of the 
bush, and undergoes a different preparation. Bags containing 15 
to 20 lbs. of either kind are first steamed over a fire, then divided 
and put into moulds, and pressed to the size and shape of a brick 
an inch thick. It is all sent to Siberia in bambvo baskets of 64 
and 72 bricks, and in Mongolia it also passes for cash, there being 
a scarcity of metal in that region. For drinking, a piece is cut 
off, boiled with butter and spices, and the infusion isready. The 
two travellers left Tsun z-yang on the 17th, engaging a boat with 
three men, for about 30s., to take them to Hankow, the distance be- 
ing from 160 to 180 miles. The river was at the time 210 feet 
broad and very shallow, being unaffected by the flood of the Yang- 

tsze. In certain places boys were seen with harpoons catching 

turtles, while in deep water nets were extensively used for fish. 

Both banks were richly wooded and the foliage was grand. There 

were nearly twenty different tints, from the purple and sca-weed 
red of the aspen and wax tree to the “sere and yellow leaf.” The fir 
and arborvitr contrasted with the darker green of the cypress and 
such like, and gave an harmonious yet varied effect to the whole. 
At the water’s edge were many birds, including the black and the 
hooded crow, the blackbird, and pelican, while far above the high- 
est hill was a species of vulture. The rocks around are made of 
limestone, and kilns were observed for the manufacture of lime. 
Bamboo groves also abound on either side. The river contains 
many rapids in the narrow places, down which the water descends 
with great velocity, and as they are lined with rocks careful 
navigation is required. The boats in use are about sixty 
feet long by six feet broad, and six inches draught for the 
largest. Pheasants, wild duck, and geese are got here. and 
water-birds are very numerous of all sizes ; some were noticed 
with white tails and others with red. About mid-day they went 
to see 8 coal mine four miles inland. The mouth of it was half 
way up the hill, and the pit was from sixty to eighty feet deep. 
On this account the quality was very inferior, but increasing de- 
mand by foreigners for good coal has made a corresponding supply 
from Hunan province. The pits are not perpendicular but sloping. 
The cost is 93. to 10s. at the mouth for fine material, which lays 
it at Hankow for 15s. The out-turn is four to five tonsa day from 

each pit. The hills are covered with brushwood of fir and oak, 

which was being cut by women, and stored for firewood. The 

ferry-boats were numerous and free, being kept up either at public 
or private expense. If at the latter, a tablet is erected at the 
jetty, giving name, &c., of donor, who is proclaimed to have done a 
meritorious act. 

Next day they passed a bridge of about twenty boats, and 
reached the walled city of Pooche, containing nearly 10,000 peo- 
ple. On landing they were followed by hundreds of men and boys, 
who indulged in throwing clods and stones at them. Great devas- 
tations had been committed here by the rebels, as in numerous 
places round about. The following day they visited several mines, 
150 feet deep, ut the workmen were so few and everything so 
primitive that a small amount only could be got daily, say three 
or fuur tons, while the country seemed to abound in coal. 

On the 21st they observed several eagles soaring magnificently 
above them, and at Jength reaching the Yangtsze, our travellers 
sailed upon it for ninety miles until they arrived at Hankow 
having greatly enjoyed their trip. 








THE COMMITTEE ON THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 

The Committee resumed its sittings on the 28th ult., and Lord 
Malmesbury was again examined. 

Mr. Rylands asked hia lordship whether in the three principal ware 
he had been engaged in of late, Russia, China, and Abyssinia, there 
had not been great blanders in the diplomatic action. Wasit not the 
fact that, in respect to the Russian war, that Court was misled as to 
the intentions of this country ?—I am not aware of the fact. In reply 
to further questions, the Earl of Malmesbury was not prepared to gay 
that the China or Abyssinian wars were caused by the want of proper 
diplomatic action. He did not think it wise to change the principal Am- 
bassadors with every change of Government. It was necessa:'y under 
some circumstances to send a very distinguished man, like the late Dake 
of Wellington for instance, whose name and presence would influence 
the country to which he was sent, but as a general rule those who be- 
longed to the professsion were quite competent to do the work By Mr. 
Cameron : The action of Mr. Brace did not precipitate the China War; 
it was the determination of the Chinese Government not to carry out their 
treaty obligations. I certainly am not all in favour of duing away with 
the important missions to Denmark and Sweden, especially while the 
Russian missions exist. 

Oa the lst ult. the Select Committee appointed to consider thig 
subject resumed their sittings, the Right Hoa. E. P. Bouverie in the 
chair. Mr. Hammond put in some official documents intended to en. 
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able the Committee to draw a comparison between the cost of the di- 
plomatic service of thie and other countries. He entered into parti- 
culars showing the salaries and expenses of the Queen's Messengers 
both at home and abroad, and explained the cause of the excess on the 
Chinese Mission, which he said arose from the fact that all the returns 
were not brought into the Foreign-office. The greater portion of the 
expenses were paid out of the treasury chest of China, and repaid. 
Now, no money could be expended on a mission without the accounts 
being brought into the Foreign-office. There was no blame attachable to 
any quarter. The right hon gentleman incidentally remarked that if the 
Foreign-office had as much money as it required it would be more 
liberal ; but it was hard upon the Department, seeing how it was tied 
down, to blame it for a want of liberality. 






























THE THROUGH ROUTE TO INDIA. 

A conference was held in the Lecture Hall of the Society of Arts 
last week on “ The Through Route to India.” Mr. W. Maitland, late 
chairman of the Calcutta Chamber of Commerce, occupied the chair. 

The subject was introduced by Mr. Hyde Clarke, who said he had 
much pleasure in reporting progress to the conference since they had 
last considered the question. He was not going to bring before them 
any special route, because he was ready to favour any line which would 
effect the main object ; and upon that point there would be, he thought, 
scarcely a difference of opinion among them. He pointed out how a 
large portion of the necessary route in India had already been completed 
withont the direct assistance of Government, and the chief portion 
which remained to be accomplished was the Roumelia Railway. This 
the Ottoman Government was supporting in such a way as to set an 
example to the English Government. A further aid in the accomplish- 
ment of the through route was the opening of the Suez Canal, which 
had already exercised considerable influence on the port of Bombay. 
There were two schemes in particular which would effect the solution 
of that question; one was a line to pass by Aleppo and through the 
Euphrates ; and the other, to pass farther to the eastward, through 
Eastern Asia Minor and the Valley of the Tigris. 

Several gentlemen took part in the discussion which followed the 
reading of the paper. 

Mr. V. Fitzgerald alluded to the effects already produced by the 
opening of the Suez Canal on the trade of ports in that part of the 
world, and stated that M. Lesseps was in favour of the Euphrates Val- 
ey route to India. 

The Hon. Captain Stewart said it was a matter of surprise to him 
that The Times had 20 persistently opposed direct communication with 
India. One of the principal arguments used against the scheme was 
that the expense of the land traffic would be too great. But that was 
a false theory, because it must always be observed that, whichever way 
the mails went, the great body of traffic invariably followed. It was 
not traffic which created railways, but railways which created traffic. 
The Russian Government had shown that it was alive to the import- 
ance of having communication with India, and was pressing on its lines 
with great rapidity, while telegraphic communication through Russian 
wires with India was cheaper than by any other. He was in favour of 
the route by the Tigris. 

Admiral Ommanney was in favour of the route through Asia 
Minor, embracing the cities of Damascus, Aleppo, and others to the 
Persian Gulf. 

Mr. Fitzwilliam expressed the hope that the English would be roused 
from their apathy to realise the importance of pushing forward rail- 
waysin India. Government was much too backward in the matter. 

After a few observations from Mr. W. Harding, a vote of thanks was 
passed to Mr. Hyde Clarke, and the conference terminated. 





NAVAL ARCHITECTURE—THE SUEZ CANAL. 

On the 6th inst. Sir John Pakington presided at the meeting of the 
eleventh session of the Institution of Naval Architects, and spoke with 
some emphasis of the recent losses of steamships at sea. He hoped 
the men of science present would express their opinions on the rule of 
the road at sca, and on the necessity of more stringent regulations to 
prevent overlading. The right hon. baronet referred pointedly to the 
recent losses of the Normandy, the Oneida, and, as it is to be feared, 
the City of Boston. Papers were read by Mr. Samuda. M.P., on the 
Suez Canal, and by Admiral Belcher and by Mr. Scott Russell on the 
subject of steam communication with France. Mr. Samuda, in his 
paper on the Suez Canal, said that the Canal being now an accom- 
plished fact, it was desirable to consider the effect it would have upon 
the marine and commerce of all nations. In the first place, the Canal 
would make the following savings in distance in the voyage to Eng- 
land :—From Bombay, 5,570 miles; Ceylon, 3,840; from Hong Kong 
and Singapore, 3,520; and from Melbourne, 91 miles. This represents 
& saving of about half the distance between England and Bombay, about 
one-third the distance between England and China, and practically none 
between England and Australia. Manifestly, then, the Canal will greatly 
benefit carriers. Independently of the difficultics and the expense of get- 
ting through the Canal, the Red Sea was so dangerous at. certain times to 
sailing ships that the Canal would not do for such vessele, The open- 
ing of the Canal, therefore, had caused a great falling off in the con- 
struction of railing-ships, and it tended to the further substitation 
of steam for sails in carrying on our traffic with the East. A few years 
ago the opening of the Suez Canal would not have had such a powerful 
influence, but within the last ten or twelve years so many improve- 
ments had been made in engines, and in economising the consump- 
tion of coals, that steam can now compete much better than before 
with saile. In our traffic with the East steamships should, if possible, 
take enough coal on board before leaving England to enable them to 

‘orm the outward and homeward trip. ‘ihis could be done between 
gland and Bombay, and still leave room for a very large quantity of 
cargo, 80 that, without doubt, nearly all the traffic between here and 
Bombay will be loat to sailing-ships. In the trade with China the 
effect would be less, because the quantity of coal required on startin 
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would prevent the carrying of a large cargo on the ontward vo 
He thought that superior clipper ships might hold their zround in the 
China trade for some time, until steamers were improved. 
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COURT OF PROBATE AND DIVORCE. 
IN RE GOODS OF YUSUF REUBEN, DECEASED. 


Mr. C. A. Middleton applied to the Court in this case. The de- 
ceased, Yusuf Rabamim Isaac Furas Reuben, was a Jewish merchant 
at Shanghai, who died in September, 1862, leaving a will in the He- 
brew character and Arabic language. In April, 1863, application was 
made for a grant of administration by his representatives to the High 
Court of Bombay, and a commission was issued to Shanghai, directed 
to the Registrar of the Consular Court. Both the commission and 
original wiil, however, were lost upon the passage, though fortunately 
& copy was retained in the archives of the court. Further application 
was made in September, 1864, and a new commission wag issued, with 
the office copy of the will retained in the registry. The motion made 
to that commission was that the due execation of the will was proved, 
and on the 13th of January, 1865, an order was made that the next of 
kin should consent. The father was next of kin, and the only person 
who would have been entitled in case of intestacy. On the 4th April, 
1865, the warrant was forwarded, but at this point proceedings were 
stayed by the death of the father. Whilst this was going on at Bomba: 
the Consul at Shanghai had seized the whole estate of the deceaaad, 
and converted it into money, which he sent here to London to be de~ 
posited in the Treasury, where it now lay. The father thus dead, in 
whose name this application was made, was left residuary legatee under 
the will, and therefore his wife would be entitled as his representative 
to administration of the deceased son’s effects. For that purpose she 
applied to an attorney in this country to obtain administration to the 
effects of her husband in Bombay. He had now to ask for @ second 
order of administration to the effects of the son. 

Lord Penzance said the applicant was entitled to the order, with an 
official translation annexed of the copy of the will which had been 
preserved. 

TABOR V. TABOR. 

The parties in this case were married at Lewisham in 1858, The 
respondent then kept a chemist’s shop at Salisbury, where they con- 
tinued to reside until the end of 1868, The respondent afterwards 
went out to Japan, where he had led a very irregular life.

VICE-CHANCELLOR'S COURT. 
PERRY V. THE ORIENTAL HOTELS COMPANY (LIMITED). 


Mr. Dickinson, Q.C., Mr. J. N. Higgins, and Mr. J. C. Whitehorne 
moved on behalf of the plaintiff in this cause for a receiver of the rentg 
and profits of two hotels, one at Cairo, the other at Point de Galle, be- 
longing to the Oriental Hotels Company, which is now in course of 
liquidation, and also for an injunction to restrain the liquidator from 
interfering in the management of the hotels. The plaintiff was the 
contractor for the erection of the hotel at Cairo, and in that capaci 
the company owed him £9,073, for which he received a charge on bo 
hotels by a deed under which the company undertook to grant him a 
legal mortgage of the hotels, and gave a power of attorney to their 
foreign agents to complete the security according to foreiyn law, the 
charge being, however, subject to a firat mortgage for £8,000 on the 
Point de Galle hotel, and to debentures not exceeding £25,010 charged 
upon both. The motion was resisted on behalf of the official liquidator 
of the company, on the ground that, as the plaintiff had not regiatered 
his security in accordance with the laws of the foreign countrics, the 
charge was not complete, and that. to permit him to enforce it by the 
appointment of a receiver would amount to an alteration of the status 
quo at the date of the winding-up and interfere with the rights of 
other creditors. 


The Vice-Chancellor, without calling for a reply, said that every 
equitable mortgagee was entitled, as of course, to the appuintment of a 
receiver, subject to the rights of prior incumbrancer, and that to pro- 
hibit the plaintiff trom enforcing his security in that manner would be 
to alter the rights of the parties, instead of preserving them unaltered, 
and he should, therefore, make the ordinary order for a receiver and 
for an injunction. 





Tea Brokgrace.—PEnnixcton v. Ratii.—-This case involved a nice 
point in brokerage. There was a sale of tea by auction in November 
Jast in Liverpool. The tea was the property of defendant, the plaintiff 
bought it, and Messrs. Whistler and Co., of that town, were the saleg- 
men. The plaintiff puid the brokers for the tea, but before delivery 
was obtained Whistler and Co. failed, and defendant then refused 
delivery. The action waa, therefore, brought to recover the tea. The 
case turned mainly on the question of usage, on which much conflict- 
ing evidence was given. The learned judge said the question was 
whether the payment to the broker was a payment to the defendant. 
The jury found for the plaintiff, damages £82 5s. 6d. g 
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Monetary and Commercial,

The Bank rates for bills at sixtyfdays’ (sight on Singapore, 
China, and Japan are as follows :—Singapore, buying, 48. 3d. ; 
selling, 4s. 5$d.; Hong Kong, buying, 48. 1d.; selling, 4s. 3d. 5 
Shanghai, buying, 5s. 8d.; selling, 6s. 2d.; Yokohama, buying; 
4s. 3d. ; selling, 4s. 7d. These rates are merely nominal tranac- 
tions, being to a very limited extent. 

The Suez Canal Company held a meeting on the Ist inst. at 
Paris. The directors reported that they had, on December 31st, 
about twenty millions of francs in hand, or coming in from diffe- 
rent sources, but that the expenses of the present year for supple- 
mentary works to the Canal, and for the coupon of January, will 
require thirty millions of francs. It would, therefore, not be pos- 
sible to pay any dividend in July. 

It is stated that one or two Glasgow firms are making arrange- 
ments to establish connections with Havre and Trieste, for the 
special purpose of importing Indian produce direct through the 
Suez Canal, in order to meet the requirements of Continental 
producers. 

The ordinary general meeting of the members of the Agra 
Bank (Limited), including those of the late Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank (Limited), was held on the 5th of April. The report 
was adopted without a dissentient voice, and a dividend of 4 per 

-cent, declared. A full report will be found in another column, 

‘We hear that the Hong Kong branch of the National Bank of 
India has been opened, under the management of Mr. Sherwood, 
who has secured the premises formerly occupied by the Agra Bank. 

At the meeting of the London and Delhi Bank the shareholders 
expressed themselves as satisfied with the report of the directors 
and the progress the bank was making. The report was adopted 
nem. con., and the retiring directors re-elected. 

At the meeting of the China Submarine Telegraph Company 
the report of the directors was adopted. It states that all the 
shares have been allotted, and the whole of the allotment money 
paid. Lieutenant-Colonel Glover, R.E., late Director-General of 
Telegraphs in India, has been appointed managing director. The 
report further states that the order for the cable has been given 
to the Telegraph Construction Company, but that the directors 
have determined to defer proceedings with reference to the autho. 

-risation by resolutions passed at an extraordinary general meeting 

of the company, held on the 7th of January, 1870, to increase the 
capital of the company from £525,000 to £825,000 for the con- 
struction of the Shanghai section of the cable, until the con- 
struction of the line from Singapore to Hong Kong is further 
advanced. 

The British-Indian Submarine Telegraph Company notify that 
messages for Iudia by their cable may now he despatched from 
any postal telegraph office. To ensure their going by the right 
route, the words “ via Malta” must be inserted after the address 
of the receiver. ‘Telegraphic communication with India appears 
now to be efficiently established. A message has been received 
through the British-Indian Submarine at 1 P.m., from Bombay, 
at 1.35, the transit, allowing for difference of time, being thus 
about four hours. 

Biddings for £387,500 in bills on India took place on the 6th. 
The amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, £383,000, and to Madras, 
£4,500. Tenders at 1s. 114d. will receive about 25 per cent. ; 
above that price in full. These terms, compared with the last 
occasion, show a reduction of about 4 per cent 

Bar silver is quoted 5s. 07-16d. to 5s. 04d. per ounce, with little 
or no business. Mexican dollars are in request for China at 4s. 
11}d., but the supply here is extremel limited. 

Tenders for 250,000 rupees in bills on Ceylon were accepted on 
the 7th inst., at 1s. 11 9-16d. per rupee. 





THE IMPORT TRADE OF SHANGHAI. 


By the last mail from China some interesting figures have been 
received, showing the enormous increase in the Shanghai import 
of cotton manufactures during the past four years :— 

The quantity of grey shirtings imported during 1869 was 
4,397,872 pieces, against 1,330,020 pieces in 1865; while that of 
Tcloths was 2,645,853 pieces in 1869, against 156,765 pieces in 1865, 
It is to be noted, however, that while the stock of grey shirtings 
in foreign godowns on Jan. 31, 1870, was not excessive (794,500 
pieces), that of T-cloths was unprecedentedly large (1,046,429 
pieces). The import of white shirtings in 1869 was 443,887 pieces, 
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against 212,091 pieces in 1865; while drills of English, American, 
and Dutch makes were landed in 1869 to the extent of 743,914 
pieces, against 44,809 pieces in 1865. The imports of other cotton 
goods, both fancy and plain, also showed a marked increase, though 
stocks of many kinds were far from light. 

The above figures are taken from statistics published by the 
Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce. 





THE AGRA BANK. 

The annual general meeting of the shareholders in this bank was 
held on the 5th inst. at the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, Mr. 
James Thomson in the chair. The report of the directors was taken 
as read. 

The Chairman said it would have been more satisfactory to the 
board to have met the shareholders with a full purse than a partially 
empty one. The result was the more discouraging because the first six 
months promised much better results. A glance at the statement of 
liabilities and ass-ts would show the exact position of the bank. The 
liabilities were due partly to the public or customer: and partly to the 
shareholders. The liability due to the shareholders was £793, 463. 
The liabilities due to customers were £1,940,094, made up of £539,302 
on current accounts, and £1,400,792 upon fixed deposits. The amount 
due to the holders of bills was £744,530, by the exchange with 
branches. On the other side, there were the assets, or the mean- of 
meeting the liabilities, consisting of cash in hand, £671 627; 
house property, £128,001. Then there were the investments amounting 
to £903,261, of which £387,097 and £520 164 were for discounts 
loans, and credit. ‘hen came in the exchange with branches, 
whereby it would be seen that the total liability was 
£1,818,566, which was considerably in excess of the bills payable 
The inspection of the accounts by the eye of a business man 
would suggest two questions. The firat was the soundness of the 
bank’s position, and the difficulty of employing money safely in order 
to earn a profit. The great object of the board had been to organise 
a sound business at all the branches, and they had succeeded in getting 
an excellent constituency, and the only fault the bank had to find with 
its customers was that they were more ready to give the bank their 
money than to borrow the bank’s funds. In exchange operations, 
generally consisting of the purchases and sale of bills, there had been 
such severe competition that buying and selling had heen done at 
almost the same rates. That fact had had a great deal to do with the 
small profits made by Indian banks, and also with the heavy losses 
which some of them had sustained. The returns of the bank on the 
80th of June last showed a net profit of 104 per cent. upon the parti- 
cipating capital, and when the interim dividend was declared a con- 
siderable and substantial balance was carried forward. The board 
thought that, estimating the profits of the last six months at a very 
moderate amount, they would be enabled to declare a dividend con- 
siderably in excess of the interim payment. But the result had been 
otherwise. With the single exception of that at Madras, there had 
been a logs at all the Indian branches of the bank on the transactions 
of the second half-year. Had they only continued to have paid 
their current expenses in the second half-year, without even 
adding a penny to the profits, the board would have been able 
to pay a dividend at the rate of nine per cent. per annum sto 
the capital account, the board had had great difficulty in persnad- 
ing the holders of the old scrip in the old Agra and Masterman’s Bank 
to come to a liberal and fair arranccment proposed, and there was still 
seventy-two holders, possessing £1,326 of scrip, who had made no sign 
either one way or the other, of approval or dissent, and he trusted that 
public appeal would be sufficient to induce them to all into the arrange- 
ment, because all the time they were liable to pay £10 per share, soas 
to complete the capital of the hank of £1,900,000 sterling. By the 
recent decision of Vice-Chancellor James, Mr. Ball remained nominally 
the liquidator of the old hank, but without any authority, and without 
the power of charging. The question of the guaran'ee of Messrs. Master- 
man, in reference to which a special resolution was passed at the last 
meeting, had been dealt with. A copy of the resolution had been for- 
warded to the partners, and after consultation and consideration those 
gentlemen sent a reply to the effect that they had fulfilled every ob- 
ligation which they entered into at the time of the amalgamation. 
There were two other questions referred to at the previous mecting 
which were the sulject of law proceedings. One was the Irish case, 
which was still sub judice. and therefore not a fit subject for comment 
and discussion at that meeting; and the other was the claim for £92,000 
of the Anglo Egyptian Bank. That claim was subsequently reduced to 
£43,000; and he was happy to inform the meeting that it had been 
compromised by the plaintiffs paying the Agra Baok the sum of 
£27.500. (Loud laughter.) Gentlemen might well laugh on hearing 
that a claimant for 492,000 in the first instance should compromise the 
suit by the payment of €27,500 to the defendants; but he belicved if 
the suit had gone on the Agra would have got more. How it had oc- 
curred that debit should have been placed instead of credit was one of 
those things which nobody could andeesand: (Renewed laught: r, and 
cheers.) The resuscitation of the bank wascompleted. They had 
done with liquidatorial interference, and the future was full of promise. 
He moved the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Stewart having seconded the motion, Mr. Sangster expressed 
some satisfaction with the report and the accounts, and more especially 
the chairman's explanation of them. He approved of the formation 
of a reserve fund, and hoped all the shareholders would cordially sap- 
port it. The report was then adopted, and the dividend at the rate of 
4 per cent. per annum declared. 

Colonel the Hou. H. B. Dalzell and Mr. J.C. Palmer, the retiring 
directors, were, upon the motion of Mr. Moreland, seconded by Dr. 
Payton, unanimously re-elected. Some formal business was transacted, 
pe the proceedings closed with a vote of thanks to the chairman and 

irectors. 
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CHINA SUBMARINE TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
(LIMITED). 

The general meeting of the shareholders was held on Tuesday, att he 
Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street ; Mr. John Pinder in the chair. The 
chairman, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, referred 
to the resoiution passed at the last meeting for increasing the capital 
of the company, and said that these powers had not been used, and it 
was very probable that the additioual capital would not be required. 
The company were now in negotiation with the North of China Com- 
pny to ase their line when completed, for the traffic between Hong 

ong and Shanghai, which would give the China Submarine ashare of 
the profi's of the former line, without calling up the ad litional capital 
authorised at an extraordinary meeting held on Jan. 7, 1870. The 
order had been given for the cable. The British-Indian cable had been 
most successfully laid, and was now at work. The nex: section of this 
great work would be the Singapore section, and further on the China 
section. In answer to a question, the chairman stated that the dividend 
on the British-Indian from the business done last week would yield 5 
per cent. to the shareholders; but the line had been laid so quickly 
that the public were at present generally ignorant of the opening. 
The traffic was expected to increase considerably when the completion 
of the Indian cable became more generally known. It was siated at 
the meeting on reliable authority, that the call due on April 1 on the 
British-Indian.amounted to £66,000, £51,000 of which was paid on the 
day it became due.

The market since our last has again been very quiet, transac- 
tions being more cartsiled as the time of the Budget draws near, both 
buyers and sellers preferring to wait the result. The principal amount 
of business has been at the public sales, at which. however, there was 
bat little spirit in the biddings, and the prices for common to fair 
qualities receded in value. The public sales of the 29th ultimo com- 
prised 18.691 packages, of which 12,550 packages were gold, nearly 
all being printed without reserve. Tnose of the 5th instant comprised 
8,518 packages, of which 6,352 packages were sold, nearly all again 
being without reserve. 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftings have been sold with difficulty at a shade 
under previous prices. Broken leaf kinds have sold rather lower. 
Fair to good common have sold cheaper at public auction, there being 
legs demand forexport. Fair to good Kaisows have only heen saleable 
in amall parcels at about former prices. Fine to finest show no alter- 
ation. There has been a limited inquiry for boxes of Pak Lin at pre- 
vious rates. Amoy kinds have been partially inquired for from 11d. 
to 114d. per Ib. for fair quality. Black-leaf kinds: Siftinss show no 
change. The grades below good common have been ia over-supply, 
and prices have given way 3d. to 4d. per Ib. ; very good common ha, 
been sold at 1s. Ofd., to 1s. 1d. perlb. Fair to good m-dinm kindss 
have sold rather lower at public auction; privately some parcels have 
been sold at about previous prices. Good to fine qualitica remain 
firm, also finest, the supply being moderate. New-make Canton kiads 
show no material alteration. Oolonga and Souchongs remain much 
as before, transactions having been limited. Scented Teas: Common 
Canton Capers continue depressed ; fair have been rather m»re in re- 
quest ; good to fine remain firm. Foochow kinds show no further 
change. Canton Orange Pekoe show but little alteration. Focchow 
kinds: Old season’s have sold rather lower ; good qualities of new sea- 
son have been nevlected ; fine have been inquired fur at full prices. 
Uncoloured Japans: The common sorts remain dull of sale, but fair to 
good and fine have been saleable at previous prices. Green Teas: 
There has not been much doing in these kinds; a few parcels of recent 
import have been sold, the finer qualities being fully maiutiined, but 
common to medium kinds remain dall at lower prices, thoxe at the 
pub‘ic auctions showing a marked decline. Canton-made gun- 
powders have been without inquiry, and prices are rather nominal.

CASUALTIES. 

The Messenger, Hill, which arrived at Boston on March 21, from 
Manila, reported that when off the Cape of Good Hope she experienced 
two very heavy gales, causing her to strain and leak badly; she also 
had several main rigging chain plates carried away. 

Advices from Fayal, dated March 24, state that the Juanita, Bartols, 
from Sarawak to London, which put in there March 8 leaky, had dis- 
charged about 220 tons of cargo, and was about to be caulked from the 
copper upwards. The master intended waiting for instructions as to 


imines he was to have the vessel hove down, or proceed in ballast 
rim. 





Tue “ Mazacca.”—The screw corvette Malacca, late the property of 
Her Majesty's Government, is, we hear, going to Singapore, on her way 
to Japan. She is one of the finest corvettes ever built, having been 








constructed by Government entirely of teak, even to her decks, maste, 
&c. She had new engines and boilers by the celebrated Humphrys, 
Tennant, and Co., of London, of 2U0-horse power, indicating 800-horse 
power, boilers with brass tubes, two brass fresh-water condensers, lift- 
ing-screw of brass, magazines for powder and shot, put in her in the 
begiuning of 1866, since which time she has done little or no work. 
She is pierced for seventeen guns, to be carried on her upper deck, and 
which will give some idea of the strength of the vessel. She will steam 
nine knots, and sail and steam ten and a half. Her screw can be 
lifted out of the water at sea in three minutes, when she is of course 
a perfect sailing sbip. She is the first vessel sold by Government 
under the new Act of Parliament, consequently, save and except her 
armament, she is just the same as when in commission—all her fittings 
of every kind as she was in Her Majesty’s service The vessel herself is 
a splendid model; all ber man-of-war fittings, powder-magazines, shot- 
rooms, &c., are, we understand, exactly as they were, so that she is 
well adapted for any Government for a firat-class man-of-war, and her 
shallow draft of water, say thirteen feet when light, adapts her to al- 
most any bar harbour. Captain John Kier, well known in the China 
Seas, is in command of her, and we have no doubt when she arrives 
she will be well worth an inspection. She left the Mersey on the 5th 
inst., with a cargo of fine goods, and is expected to reach Siugapore in 
sixty-five days, 

Launca oF THE P. anD O. Company's Steamer “ AusTRALIA.”—On 
the 5th inst. there was launched from the building-yard of Messre. Cuird 
and Co., Greenock, a beautifully-modelled spar deck steam-vessel, 
which was named Australia by Mrz. Methven, wife of her future com- 
mander. The Australia belongs to the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company, and is of the following dimensions, viz. ; 
—Length of kcel, or forerake, 370 feet (over all 401 feet); breadth 
of beam, 44 feet ; depth of hold, 36 feet ; of tonnage (buildvra’ measure- 
ment), 3,538 tons. She will be propelled by enziues constructed by 
Messrs. Caird and Co. on the most improved priociples, and of 600- 
horse power nominal. Besides provision fora large number of first and 
second-class passengers, the Australia will carry 1,800 tons of cargo and 
1,000 tons of coal, while it can be arranged whereby 2,500 tons of cargo 
can be stowed by reducing the passenger accommodation. We under- 
atand that Messrs. Caird Co. have other two vessels of similar dimen- 
sions in course of construction for the P. and O. Company. Imme- 
diately after the Australia left the “ways,” workmen commenced ope- 
rations for laying another keel in the vavant space. The Australia, we 
believe, is the largest steamer ever launched at Greenock. After the 
launch the vessel ran on the bank, but was floated during the night 
without damage. 


Tue new clipper barque Zohrab, Captain G. R. Stevens, owned by 
Messrs. Holme, Ringer, and Co., of Nagasaki, 411 tons register, built 
in Sunderland, has been fitted with the patent slide propellers, by 
Messrs. Hall, Russell and Co., of Aberdeen, driven by an engine of 
18-horse power, capable of propelling the ship at a speed of three 
knots per hour in calms, The vessel has sailed for Nagasaki and Chefoo 
with a full general cargo.
